he has no knowledge 
of the cost of Frazier road. “I 
have no interest in the cost; 
that is a matter for the County 
Engineer,” Coleman told the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Frazier told the Post-Dis- 
patch that an old road, which 
Frazier road has partly re- 
placed, had 25 residents along 
its route. “About 11 years ago 
those people petitioned for a 
new road. I was one of the 
petitioners. We were promised 
we would get a road, but noth- 
ing ever happened,” Frazier 
stated. 

Frazier told reporters that, 
following his election to the 
County Court, Toulouse and 
two other members of the dis- 
trict school board asked about 
building a new road. “They 
said a new road would reduce 
the mileage of school busses,” 
Frazier recalled. 

“I guess I will be criticized 
for what was done,” Frazier 
observed.” The County Court 
went ahead with the new road, 
although there no longer is a 
school on the road. “Only three 
children are picktd up by 
school busses along Frazier 
road, the Post-Dispatch 
learned. 

Requested for Years. 


Presiding Judge J. H. (Jack)

” HUNTSVILLE, Utah, Nov. 15 
(UPI)—Ground search crews 
today found six of eight serv- 
'ice men who parachuted from 
la crippled Air Force C-119 
into a snowstorm over the 
Wasatch mountains last night. 

Capt. Harry O: Blount, Great 
Falls, Mont., was found in the 
early hours of the morning. 
Five other men were found just 
before dark by ground search 
parties. 

The Air Force identified the 
five as Staff Sgt. Walter P. 
Bigelow, flight engineer, Og- 
den, Utah; Cpl. Ray Copeland, 
Fort Bragg, N.C., a _ soldier 
aboard the ill-fated plane; Staff 
Sgt. Ivan Provasco, Kearns, 
Utah, an air reservist flight en- 
gineer; Joseph W. Reagan, Nel- 
lis A.F.B., Nev.; and Sgt. First 
Class Reno Feltner, Fort Bel- 
voir, Va. 

Air Force authorities said 
Bigelow and Copeland were at 
a ranch near Croydon awaiting 
arrival of snow caterpillars to 
take them to a hospital. They 
said neither man appeared to 
be seriously hurt. 

Provasco, Feltner and Rea- 
gan were being sheltered in 
Lost Creek canyon, near the 
area where they were located. 
Officials said Provasco was suf- 
fering from shock, Reagan ap- 
peared to suffer from exhaus- 
tion and Feltner may have a 
sprained ankle. 

They ‘said Copeland, Provas- 
co, Reagan and Feltner landed 
within 100 yards of one another 
when they parachuted from the 
plane. Bigelow landed about a 
mile away from the others.

'ed down the canvon reaching a 
| sheepherder camp. 
| It was believed the two men 
| still missing were in the same

Freeholders’ Group to 
Meet Thursday to 
Begin Work on Sep- 
arate Plans for Co- 
ordination. 


The freeholders’ committee 
politan government will meet 


begin work on two separate 
plans for co-ordinating St. 
Louis and St. Louis county 
governments, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Charles F. Vatterott Jr., 
chairman of the Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders, said the 
committee will meet at the 


freeholders’ office, 6611 Clay- 
ton road, Clayton, Board vice 
chairman Richard D. Shew- 
maker and freeholder James S. 
McClellan are co-chairmen of 
the committee, comprised of 
10 of the board’s 19 members. 


The committee meeting was 
scheduled after freeholders 
voted Friday to develop simul- 
taneously two proposals for im- 
proving governmental relations 
between the city and county. 

One plan, by Vatterott, Shew- 
maker and McClellan, calls for 
consolidating the city and 
county under one single gov- 
ernment called “The Munici- 
pal County of St. Louis.” Under 
it, St. Louis and suburban 
municipalities would become 
boroughs with limited powers 
as yet not designated. 

Second Proposal.

Murray, consultant to the 
Joint Congressional Atomic 
Energy Committee, also said 
tests of hydrogen bombs are 
dangerous to health and un- 


strength in the megaton range 
has already gone beyond ra- 
tional bounds.” 

But he said the nation’s se- 
curity depends on continued 
tests of small tactical atomic 
weapons which “can success- 
fully be carried out under 
ground” and “thus be com- 
pletely controlled.” 

Murray made the statements 
in a speech at the annual home- 
coming banquet of the Catholic 
University of America Alumni 
Association. 


At Geneva Talks. 

Murray has just returned 
from Geneva, where he served 
as an adviser to Senator Albert 
Gore (Dem.), Tennessee, at the 
East-West talks on a nuclear 
test bar. 

Earlier today Gore, also just 
back from Geneva, said he will 
give President Eisenhower sug- 
gestions aimed at keeping the

numbers approaching uanimity 
that one is better than the 
other. In any event, I hope 
that the plan ultimately sub- 
mitted to the voters will carry 
the willing recommendation of 
at least two-thirds of the free- 
holders.” 


Work in Committee. 


Vatterott said that he was go- 
ing to work in committee to 
make “‘the Purteet district plan 
the best district plan possible, 
just if I intended to sign my 
name to it—and I would do 
just that if I am shown a dis- 
trict plan is the better choice 
for the community.” 

He praised the board for its 
willingness \to work together 
harmoniously despite its pres- 
ent widely divergent views on 
what type of plan should be 
offered for -voter approval. 

Shewmaker said the action 
would permit the board and 
the public to “look to the 
substance” of the plans, in- 
: stead of concerning themselves

'not all-out war, which has be- 
come “a political, military and 
moral absurdity,” but rather a 
series of limited wars in which 
the Soviet Union could inflict 
a “kind of peace-meal defeat 
on us.” 
™ Tactical Weapons. 


To meet this threat, he said, 
the nation must have “a ra- 
tional armament policy that 
will put us in possession of the 
great numbers of tactical nu- 
clear weapons, of low kiloton 
yield, that are needed for 
limited military engagements.” 

Murray said his “eight years 
of close association with all 
phases ef the nuclear weapons 
situation do not permit me to 
subscribe to the statements, 
currently being made, that the 
United States is ahead of the 
Soviet Union in nuclear weap- 
ons systems.” 

“These statements are par- 
ticularly dubious,” he _ said, 
“when they imply that we are 
also ahead in the field of small 
nuclear weapons.” 

Murray said this country 
must have the “wisdom and 
courage” to lay in a huge stock- 
pile of small nuclear weapons 
for fighting so-called limited 
wars. 

Nuclear Blackmail. 

Without this stockpile, he 
said, the United States would 
be vulnerable to a “particular- 
ly insidious form of nuclear 
blackmail.” This would come 
about in the event of a small 
war, he said, when this coun- 
try might have to bear “the 
onus and the guilt” of resort- 
ing to big atomic weapons. 

Murray. said. the accumula- 
tion of a small-bomb stockpile 
is being hampered by public 
opinion. 

He said “public opinion... 
remains in the grip of an un- 
reasoning and undiscriminat- 
ing fear of all kinds of nuclear

Pierce’s statement *said he 
wanted to obtain alpha rays 
from the radium needle, but 
was unable to do so because 
of a coating. When he re- 
moved the coating, the AEC 
said, “he was quite surprised 
to find that the radium wasn’t 
in solid form, but a dust.” 

It was the scattering of this 
dust which contaminated Pierce 
and possibly others with whom 
he came.in contact. 

Still Dangerous. 

While not the deadly isotope 
cobalt 60, the AEC said, radi- 
um still is dangerous. 

The needle which Pierce 
“borrowed” is used in medi- 
cine. Such needles are im- 
planted in the flesh where ra- 
diation can help, emitting X- 
rays but with the alpha rays 
blocked off. 

AEC spokesman said 
problem was now one for Texas 
health authorities. 

AEC investigators said they 
became suspicious of Pierce's 
story when radiation tests failed 
to match with what could be 
expected from exposure to co- 
balt 60. 

They found in his room pam- 
phlets from the Atomic Energy 
Commission, Ltd., of Canada 
from whom Pierce insisted he 
had bought the cobalt 60 for 
$18. But, the AEC said, when 
their readings continuously in- 
dicated ahother substance be- 
sides cobalt 60, they pressed 
Pierce and ‘he admitted the 
“borrowing” of the radium 
needle. 

Cobalt 60, also used in medi- 
cine, is an isotope manu- 
factured only in atomic re- 
actors. 

Town Searched. 

The situation was kept secret 
for three days while two AEC 
experts and three state health 
specialists searched Tyler with 
geiger counters for persons and 
places named by Pierce, to 
trace radioactive contamination.

Matthews Says Error 


by Assessor Led to 
Cash Over-Estimate 


—Kennedy Lays Crit- 


icism to Politics. 


Record expenditures totaling 
$11,868,812 for operating St. 


Louis county departments and 
offices next year were pro- 
posed by county Supervisor 
Luman F. Matthews yesterday 
in a preliminary budget for 
1959. 

The expenditures are $1,- 
210,740, or 11.4 per cent more 
than were approved in the 
comparable preliminary bed- 
get for 1958. However, they are 
only $84,521, or .7 per cent, 
above the final appropriations 
for this year after the 1958 
budget was revised last sum- 
mer. 

In a message accompanying 
the -budget, Matthews blamed 
county Assessor Francis 
Kennedy for an “erroneous 
assessment that resulted in an 
exaggerated estimate of the 
cash balance the county will 
have on hand next Dec. 31. 

Kennedy, a Democrat, called | 
Matthews’s statement “politi- |

cally inspired.” Matthews is a 


Republican. 
Five Principal Estimates. 


Appropriations recommended 
for each of the county’s op- 
erating funds were: General 
revenue, $6,011,587; hospital 
maintenance, $2,248,408; road 
and bridge, $2,137,300: health 
center maintenance, $930,652, 
= park maintenance, $540,- 


The amount recommended by 
Matthews for the general rev- 
enue fund was $868,635, or 
12.5 per cent, less than was 
requested by the heads of 
county departments and offices 
financed by the fund. Recom- 
mendations for ‘the four other 
funds were identical with the 
amounts requestdd. 

In comparison with the final 
appropriations for 1958, Mat- 
thews’s recommendations show 
increases for the hospital main- 
tenance, road and bridge and

Under county fiscal pro- 


cedure, appropriations made in 
‘the preliminary budget gener- 


ally are increased substantially 
when the final budget, which 


-sets the actual spending for 


the year, is adopted. The pre- 
liminary budget must be ap- 
proved by the County Council 


by next Dec. 31 and the final | 


budget by next Aug. 1. 

In referring to Kennedy, 
Matthew’s message stated the 
assessor had reported the total 
assessed valuation of real 
estate and personal property 
in the county amounted to 
$1,238,800,843 this year, but 
that this sum actually was too 
high. 

“In view of the corrections 
and strikeoffs already. made 
from the 1958 tax bills,” the 
message added, “and because 
of the numerous duplications 
of assessments, we can be sure 
the total assessed valuation 


will not equal the figure re- 


ported. 


“It is therefore quite doubt- | 


ful that the estimated cash 
balance as of Dec. 31, 1958, 
will approach the sum of | 
$912.228 as anticipated.” 

Significance of Balzppiece. 

The balance on hand is sig- 
nificant because, under jhe 
county charter, expenditures 
must be limited to the total of 
tax collectiOns .in 1957 plus 
the end-of-the-year balance 
next Dec. 31 


Kennedy agreed that the as- | 


sessed valuation he reported 
was higher than it should be 
but said it was impossible to 
estimate the margin of error. 
He attributed the error prin- 
cipally to duplicate assessment 
of automobiles and of some 
real estate. 

Kennedy, who was elected 
in 1956, asserted: “There were 
similar duplications before I 
was elected. These same things 
happened before, but when it 
was a Republican assessor, the

ICC Reverses Own Group. 


In denying Frisco’s applica- 
tion for permission to take 
over Central, the ICC reversed 
a decision by its three-mem- 
bers finance division. Last 
year the division took the view 
that Frisco’s violation of the 
law was unintentional, and 
that public interest called for 
approval of the acquisition 
rather than cancellation to 
punish Frisco. 

The Illinois Central, the 
Seaboard and the Gulf, Mobile 
& Ohio Railroads, which had 
opposed a tie-up between Fris- 
co and Central of Georgia, re- 
quested a review of the de- 
cision by the finance division. 

In denying the Frisco’s ap- 
plication to exercise control 
over the Central of Georgia, 
the ICC stated: 

“Frisco contends that its con- 
trol of Central would give 
greater- assurance of the lat- 
ter’s successful operation and 
provide an improved service 
between the West and the 
Southwest, on the one hand, 
and the Southeast, on the 
other. 

“However, we are of the 
view that many of the im- 
provements in service which it 
is stated would result from 
the acquisition of control 
could, and should, be effected 


through co-operative efforts 


between the two railroads un- 
der independent management. 
Moreover, if independent of 
Frisco, Central will be in a bet- 
ter position to secure the co- 
operation of other connecting 
lines, particularly Illinois Cen- 
tral, in effecting similar im- 
provements in service in re- 
spect of traffic interchanged 
with those lines.” 


Possible Penalty. 


The Interstate Commerce 
Act prescribes a maximum fine 
of $5000 for the offense 
charged to the Frisco. An ad- 
ditional $5000 fine may be im- 
posed for eachéday a violation 
is continued after the 30-day 
period allowed for divestment 
and for appeal. 

Two members of the 11-man 
commission were absent when 
the ICC voted on the Frisco 
case Friday. The other nine 
commissioners voted unani- 
mously that Frisco had violated 
the law and that the United 
States attorney should be asked 
to prosecute. 

However, three members dis- 
sented from that part of the 
decision which denied Frisco’s 
application for permission to 
retain control of Central of 
Georgia. 

When the finance division 
approved Frisco’s action on 
July 19, 1957, Frisco owned 
about 64 per cent of Central's 
337,236 shares of common 
stock and of the railroad’s 170,- 
417 shares of preferred, It au- 
thorized Frisco’s purchase of 
all additional shares tendered 
within 60 days.

The bishops, who include 
Cardinal Francis Speelman of 
New York and Cardinal James 
McIntyre of Los Angeles, said 
the teaching function of the 
church is challenged most 
often in this country on such 
matters as divorce and birth 
control. 

“When the church legislates 
for conscience,” the bishops 
said, “she does no more than 
make application of the im- 
peratives of the divine law for 
the moral guidance of man- 
kind. The church must exercise 
her right to teach men their 
duty.” 

The bishops said a restate- 
ment of the church's teaching 
mission was necessary because 
of a growing public tendency 
to relegate “‘things of the spirit 
... to the realm of pure 
fantasy.” 

“Materialism and secularism 
. » « have made heavy inroads | 
on the official and popular 
thinking of men and nations,” 
the prelates said. They added 
that these philosophies “have 
seized upon the democratic | 
principle of popular suffrage | 
and have distorted its meaning 
into a denial of all rights save 
those which derive from public 
opinion, or the social and po- 


| litical realities of our temporal 


condition.”

It will be recalled that be- 
fore and during the 1944 cam- 

aign numerous rumors circu- 
fated about the state of 
F.D.R.’s health. He was said to 
have had a heart attack, an 
operation, and grave physical 
ailments. A photograph widely 
published made him appear 
seriously ill. Some said his 
enunciation had become faulty. 

Because the President’s 
health had a direct bearing on 
his fitness to seek re-election, 
the rumors were investigated 
by the Post-Dispatch. The 
White House gave the news- 
paper specific rebuttals at the 
time on an “off-the-record” 
basis, but permitted publication 
of the entire record after the 
election. 

F.D.R.’s Ride in the Rain. 


Hassett has this to say about 
the rumors in a diary note 
dated Oct. 21, 1944. His refer-

With the exception 
of Hassett’s personal reaction, 
the account contains no im- 
portant details that were not 
published by the Post-Dispatch | 
April 19, 1945, in a story

Air Force Extravagance 


A conversation the other eve- 
ning with a lawyer for a sub- 
contractor on the construction of 
the Air Force Academy suggested 
to me the possible desirability of 
reporting the gross extravagance 
of the Air Force in the design 
and construction of this school. 
Also the effect of this kind of mil- 
itary planning and execution on 
the taxpayers. And the effect of 
arbitrary government action on 
the willingness of business men to 
enter into contracts for govern- 
ment work. 

A few examples of the items 
which were mentioned to me and 
which may stimulate your interest 
follow: 


-l. I understand that the Acad- 
emy was originally estimated to 
cost $190,000,000; current cost es- 
timate for completion exceeds 
$300,000,000. I believe that this 
sum is greater than the endow- 
ment of all but a few of our pri- 
vately incorporated institutions of 
higher learning. 


2.,The point of supply for the 
Commissary is located five and a 
half. miles from the Mess Hall. 

8. There are some 85 miles of 
roads on the grounds. 


4, It is estimated that some 25,- 
000 personnel will be required to 
operate the academy for some 
2500 . cadets. 


5. The original egg crate ceil- 
ings in one of the major build- 
ings were specified to be made 
of stainless steel. When the elec- 
trical contractor suggested an al- 
ternative (the extra weight of this 
material created a load approach- 
ing the maximum designed 
strength of the building for this 
purpose) involving plastic sheets, 
which are much less expensive as 
well as possibly more attractive, 
more efficient, and easier to main- 
tain, the architects substituted 
die cast aluminum which may be 
even more expensive than stain- 
less’ steel. 


6. Claims of contractors based 
on an acceleration of completion 
date are apparently not being rec- 
ognized in an equitable manner. 


. 7%. Parade ground and athletic

8. Classroom size has been lim- 
ited to facilities for 15 students.

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No Word on Billboards 


Gov. Blair has issued 2000 invitations for a 
conference next Thursday in Jefferson City 
to explain Missouri’s highway needs for the 
next 20 years. Will anybody at this confer- 
ence speak of the need for controlling bill- 
boards? 

Chief Engineer Rex Whitton will explain a 
State Highway Commission study of long- 
range road plans, which may be used as the 
basis for a request for a l1-cent increase in 
Missouri’s 3-cents-a-gallon gasoline tax. Will 
anyone point out that controlling billboards 
would ‘also produce more road revenue? 


_ The 1958 federal Highway Act provides that 

‘states which meet federal standards for regu- 
lating advertising along the edges of the 
41,000-mile interstate highway system, now 
under construction, will receive one half of 
1 per cent of the cost of these roads as a 
bonus. In terms of Missouri’s 1960 interstate 
allotments, this would mean a bonus of about 
$355,000. And since the interstate program 
will go on for at least 16 more years, Missouri 
could gain several million dollars by meeting 
federal billboard standards. 

Secretary of Commerce Weeks announced 
the final standards only a few days ago. They 
are modest, indeed. Official and historical 
signs are permitted, of course. “For Sale” 
signs are allowed on property for sale. Com- 
mercial billboards are limited, generally, to 
one every mile, except near interchanges, and 
except around turn-offs called “informational 
sites.” In these, billboards limited as to num- 
ber and size may advertise activities con- 
ducted within 12 miles of the signs. 

It should be clearly understood that even 
if the states accept these billboard standards, 
advertising regulations will exist on less than 
1 per cent of America’s 3,400,000 miles of 
roads. The controls do not even apply to the 
entire 41,000-mile interstate system, because 
highways running through incorporated and 
commercial areas and old routes are exempt. 


Obviously this is a minimum program, but 
it offers Missouri two great advantages. One 
is more revenue, for building more roads. 
The other is some protection for the state’s 
famed scenic beauty. The new interstate di- 
vided highways planned to run west, south- 
west and south of St. Louis, for example, will 
cross some of the loveliest land of the Mid- 
west. These roads should not be built to af- 
ford advertising exploitations; they should 
not become billboard alleys. : 

Yet not one word has been heard from 
Missouri officials on the subject of co-operat- 
ing with the Government in controlling bill- 
boards. Before the Legislature can act on the 
matter, it will have to be prompted. And the 
officials most responsible for highway policy, 
who should do the prompting are Gov. Blair, 
Chief Engineer Whitton, and the four mem- 
bers of the Highway Commission: 


Leo A. Fisher, chairman, Parma 
Harry D. Bradley, St. Joseph 

A. D. Sappington, Columbia 

W. M. Robertson, Joplin 


This commission already is looking ahead 
20 years to Missouri’s future highway system. 
Does it see fields and forests along those high- 
ways, or does it see fields and forests of bill- 
boards? 


Active on Civil Rights 


It may be pure coincidence that Attorney 
General Rogers’s decision to press for new 
civil rights legislation comes just after the 
election, but it is welcome in any event. Mr. 
Rogers says he does not now plan to wait for 
the Civil Rights Commission to make its re- 
port next September, but will propose on his 
own initiative such legislation as he thinks 
desirable. A period of intensified activity on 
the civil rights front is confidently forecast 
by observers of Mr. Rogers and of the politi- 
cal scene. 

The need for strong and at the same time 
carefully handled federal action in this field 
has been obvious ever since the Supreme 
Court school desegregation decision in 1954. 
The wave of bombings of integrated schools, 
synagogues and churches only emphasizes the 
point that when bigotry, hatred and defiance 
of the law go umrebuked they feed on 
themselves. 

In one field Mr. Rogers should take double 
precautions to make sure he is on sound 
ground. He says he is co-operating with the 
Post Office Department in an effort to halt 
the wide dissemination of “hate” literature 

aimed at Catholics, Negroes and Jews. No 
doubt some of this trash easily qualifies as 
obscenity and so can be properly curbed 
through postal regulations. But we hope Mr. 
Rogers will stay within the proper bounds 
of action in this field, and avoid spilling over 
into the realm of censorship and suppression. 

Our government should not put itself in 
the position of protecting some citizens’ civil 

- rights by infringing the rights of others.

The criticism which the director general of 
the International Atomic Energy Agency has 
directed against the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion is particularly telling because it accuses 
the Administration of scuttling its own pro- 
fessed policies. 

The agency which Sterling Cole heads is 
President Eisenhower’s own brainchild. Mr. 
Cole is President Eisenhower's choice, and a 
former Republican Congressman from New 
York. Yet after a year’s experience Mr. Cole 
finds the International Atomic Energy Agency 
being ineffectualized and threatened with de- 
struction by the Eisenhower Administration’s 
practice of ignoring it. 

As Mr. Cole points out, a primary purpose 
of the agency is to insure that nuclear fuels 
supplied to various nations shall not be used 
for military purposes. Atomic reactors pro- 
duce plutonium. Plutonium can be used for 
tactical atomic weapons. When the United 
States, England or Russia gives nuclear fuels 
to another nation bilaterally, there is no way 
to make certain that the materials will not be 
used for war. It was to remedy this danger- 
ous deficiency, among other things, that the 
President proposed creation of the interna- 
tional agency. 

How, then, explain the fact that three quar- 
ters of the nations of the world are now pro- 
vided with nuclear fuels through bilateral 
arrangements rather than through the inter- 
national agency-——some 40 by the United 
States, between 10 and 18,.each by the United 
Kingdom and Russia?

One solid-fuel ballistic missile, 
the Minute Man, is several years off and. the 
Pentagon recently rejected extra funds Con- 
gress provided to develop it. 

As for defense in case of small wars, Mr. 
McElroy was not reassuring. He announced 
the Army would be cut 30,000 men and the 
Marines 25,000. Allied ground forces will be 
strengthened to hold, he said,-until our ships 
and planes arrive. There has been consider- 
able criticism of our “fire brigade” for such 
actions. It is not yet trained, the air transport 
has been lacking and the showing in the 
Lebanon crisis was not good. It would be a 
grievous error to find the nation unable to 
provide protection against such aggression 
save by means of nuclear reprisal. 

Judging by military experts and testimony 
in Congress, the United States and Soviet Rus- 
sia are practically in a nuclear stalemate. But 
warnings are heard that in two to four years 
Russia will have around 20 times as many 
long-range missiles as the United States while 
SAC will have been reduced to negligible pro- 
portions by Soviet air defenses. Here was 
where Mr. McElroy should have given reas- 
surance. Does the announced missile stepup 
mean that there will be no missile gap? 

If Mr. McElroy does succeed in straighten- 
ing out and speeding up the ballistic missile 
program, national defense should be greatly 
strengthened. But the implementing of new 
defense concepts should be done with two 
thoughts uppermost: (1) security should not 
be endangered for the sake of economy; (2) 
atomic war should not be the only alternative 
to allowing a situation to go by default. 


The Worst Boycotts 


In its first hearings on the secondary boy- 
cott, the Senate labor rackets committee has 
heard a description of one form of boycott 
which seems utterly indefensible. In this 
case, according to a witness from the Burt 
Manufacturing Co. of Akron, O., the purpose 
of a boycott by the Sheet Metal Workers was 
to force the company to make 150 production 
workers who belonged to the Steelworkers 
join the Sheet Metal Workers. Both are AFL- 
CIO unions. The witness stated that the re- 
fusal of the Sheet Metal Workers to handle 
his firm’s products at other plants had cost 
the company several million dollars. 


Similar, though not precisely the same, was 
the situation where the Teamsters union near- 
ly shut down the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, with 
which it had no dispute, in order to force the 
barbers, who were not employes of the hotel, 
to switch from an independent to a local 
union. 

Two injustices are implicit in boycotts of 
this nature, First, as in some other secondary 
boycotts, the employer who is not a party 
to a labor dispute is made to suffer for it. 
Second, his workers who have chosen one 
union are coerced by another. Both the em- 
ployer and his employes are innocent victims 
of economic pressure. Any new law on sec- 
ondary boycotts must be written carefully, 
but surely it ought to include a bar against 
this piratical type of boycott. 


A Joy Forever 


In a crass contest to determine the city’s 
two most useless structures, the old water 
towers—the super-column at the north end 
of the Grand avenue streetcar line and the 
architecturally more eclectic brick tower at 
Blair and Bissell—easily might be the win- 
ners. But only if the most utilitarian, dollars- 
and-cents rules governed the contest — in 
which case, of course, it would be no fun and 
could not be condoned by right-thinking men. 

It is almost understandable that Water 
Commissioner Conway B. Briscoe should look 
at the towers through bookkeeper’s eyes. He 
has to pay for their repair, and they have 
been of no practical use to the water depart- 
ment since 1913. Still, it is too bad that he 
cannot see them through less cautious eyes. 
Then they might appear to have a purpose 
after all, a decorative purpose. 

Until the 60-story Saarinen arch is built, 
the towers are outstanding among the few 
works of man which give at least a minor 
touch of uncalculated splendor to the St. 
Louis skyline. That is why the Grand avenue 
column was saved a year or so ago, and that 
is why the Blair and Bissell tower should be 
repaired, not torn down.

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A Legend of Wild Moss Mill 


From Wheat to Bread, a Missourian Broke a Record 80 Years Ago

In the early days of Carroll coun- 


ty, wheat flour and corn meal could 
not be purchased over the counter of 
a grocery store. Farmers took their 
grain to water mills, where it was 
ground and bolted, the miller retain- 
ing a portion as his grinding fee. 
This he in turn sold to dwellers in 
the towns. 


How many water mills there were 


in Carroll county I do not know, but 
the one most widely patronized, and 


most famous in 
local legend, was 
located some two 
miles southeast of 
Carrollton on Big 
Wakenda Creek. 
It took its name 
from the shining, 
green wild moss 
that extended far 
= up its waterside 
and covered its 
dam and wheel, 

The mill pond 
above the dam was 
deep, and wide, 
and long. In it 
was to be had the 
finest fishing in Carroll county, and 
along its banks, in spring and sum- 
mer, the fishermen sat with hook 
and line and willow pole from dawn 
to dusk, making catches almost be- 
yond belief. But Wild Moss Mill will 
live in history, to the uncertain ex- 
tent that anything of man’s transient 
contriving does live, for quite a dif- 
ferent reason than this phenomenon 
of fish. 

For some time prior to the year 
1878 the mill and the land adjacent 
had been under the proprietorship of 
J. F. Lawton, a bustling, enterprising 
person with a keen eye for the spec- 
tacular and unusual. How he came 
to conceive the idea of turning stand- 
ing grain into bread in the least time 
possible, or why he saw any value in 
doing so, I do not know. Quite prob- 


_ ably it was the proximity of a field 


of ripening wheat, his mill, his wife's 
kitchen, and a desire for fame. At 
any rate he did, and set the day of 
June 27, 1878 for the event. 


He made his preparations with 
great thoroughness and careful at- 


We can understand that: infighting 
does not make for good public rela- 
tions but think that there is nothing 
to be lost at this time by an open 
discussion of the reasons for the 
Republican party’s losses in St. Louis 
county.

In order that no 
possible doubt might becloud the rec- 
ord he was confident of making, he 
invited some 40 of the most respected 
citizens of Carrollton to be his guests 
and to time the process. 

The morning of June 27 dawned 
hot and clear. The heavy golden 
heads of wheat swayed gently in a 
faint breeze, and a strengthening sun 
quickly dried the dew. Soon after 
men and women, afoot and on horse- 
back, in buggies and wagons, bégan 
to gather in the Lawton yard, and at 
10 o’clock the Carrollton delegation 
arrived with some pomp and consid- 
erable confusion. With the coolness 
and dispatch of a general disposing 
his forces on the eve of battle, Law- 
ton made his arrangements, 


First, he requested the Carrollton 
men to select three of their number 
to act as timekeepers. The three, 
thus weighted down with responsibil- 
ity, consulted closely together, con- 
suming considerable time in adjust- 
ing their respective watches so that 
they were exactly together. Inevita- 
bly this process brought on a gentle- 
manly argument as to who had the 
correct time (although this was of no 
consequence as far as the purpose of 
the occasion was concerned); the com- 
parative merits of Ingersolls, Wal- 
thams and Waterburys, as each time- 
keeper unfortunately carried a dif- 
ferent make of watch; and finally, a 
heated discussion of whether foreign 
or domestic watches were the more 
reliable. 

When all of these vital matters 
were finally adjudicated, the time- 
keepers, now visibly swollen with im- 
portance, moved with dignity and 
vast deliberation to the point to 
which Lawton conducted them. 


At the edge of the wheat field a 
Buckeye reaper, carefully tightened 
and oiled, to which three young and 
spirited horses had been hitched, 
stood ready, with the driver’s whip 
poised over the backs of the excited 
team. Midway between the field and 
the mill, readied for instant action, 
stood a brand-new Nichols & Shep- 
ard Vibrator Thresher. At the mill 
the water wheel was turning at full 
speed, and the mill machinery, run- 
ning empty, gave forth a clattering 
hum of sound. In the nearby kitchen 
stood Mrs. Lawton, a large tin spoon 
in her hand, a mixing’ bowl on the

Now the great moment had —— 
and the very air was surcharged wit 
suspense. Lawton dashed purpose- 
fully about, seeing that his forces 
were at their battle stations and 
ready. Then he raised his hand; the 
head timekeeper yelled “Go!”; the 
whip descended on the horses’ backs 
and the driver screamed, “Get up, 
you all!” 


The team dashed forward and the 
sickle struck into the wheat, which 
fell before it in a golden wave; the 
binders leaped upon it, then tossed 
the bundles to runners who hurried 
with them to the now roaring thresh- 
ing machine—and one minute and 15 
seconds from the time of beginning, 
a pack of wheat had been cut and 
threshed; a fleet-footed youth seized 
the measure of grain and raced for 
the mill, into whose hopper he poured 
the wheat. One minute and 17 sec- 
onds later it was ground and bolted. 


Another runner rushed the flour 
to Mrs. Lawton, who attacked it with 
furious energy. One minute and 23 
seconds later she tossed the griddle 
cake into the air, and the crowd went 
wild. Standing grain had been made 
into bread in three minutes and 55 


seconds at Wild Moss Mill, J. F. Law- 
ton, Proprietor. Perhaps a still great- 
er achievement was that every time- 
re agreed perfectly in every 
detail. 


Slowly the crowd broke up and 
went away, every member of it cer-

The story of this inter- 
esting achievement was printed in full 
detail in the Carrollton paper, and 
from there found its way into nearly 
every news sheet in the United States.

The Gallup Poll’s forecast of 
a Democratic landslide in the 
elections for the House of 
Representatives this year 
proved to be one of the most 
accurate pre-election  esti- 
mates it has made during the 
23 years it has been in ex- 
istence. Based on the latest 
available vote figures, the 1958 
estimate will be within one 
percentage point of the actual 
result. 


The poll estimated that the 
Democrats would sweep the 
House with 57 per cent of the 
major-party vote nationwide. 
Present indications are that 
the Democrats will receive 
about 56 per cent. 

In the five most recent na- 
tional elections, the survey 
procedures used by the Gallup 
Poll have produced an average 
deviation from the actual di- 
vision of the vote of one and 
eight-tenths percentage points.

His reasons for so thinking constitute 
the substance of “Brave New World 
Revisited,” a study of modern life and 
its tendencies. In contrast with the 
1931 fantasy book this one is dead 
serious.

Huxley believes may force the human 
race into complete regimentation are 

‘the uncontrolled growth of population, 
the centralization of economic and po- 
litical power, the manipulation of public 
opinion by propaganda, the develop- 
ment of “brain-washing” techniques as 
fn the totalitarian nations, and the 
discovery of drugs which can radically 
affect the personality and character. 


ACCORDING TO THIS argu- 
ment a huge population cannot func- 
tion without a strong administrative 
control at the top. In many nations 
this control is already in operation but 
even relatively free societies must one 
day arrive at this point unless present 
trends are somehow interrupted.

He Chose the Old World 


THE IMAGE OF EUROPE IN HENRY 
JAMES, by Christof Wegelin. ( South-

EVEN A LESS worthy book about 
Henry James would be noteworthy for 
the many readers to whom he is “the 
last of the great craftsmen,” a literary 
Antonio Stradivari. Professor Wege- 
lin’s finely focused study is exemplary. 
We end it knowing a good deal more 
about a special aspect of a major 
writer whose whole life was a speciali- 
zation—a novelist whose masters were 
Flaubert and Turgenev but who wrote 
in massive detachment, executing his 
intricate compositions with infinite de- 
liberation, seeing life in a mirror and 
speculating elaborately about the im- 
ages that passed by: the “Gentleman 
of Shalott,” he has been called. 


James became an expatriate not from 
inner convictions and pressures but 
because of circumstances imposed on 
him from without. He often spoke of 
Summing up 
“ fhe result of his upbringing at the 
hands of his peripatetic father, he 
wrote (in an essay of 1878), “Being a 
cosmopolite is an accident, but one 
must make the best of it.” 

His “best” was his exploitation as 
an artist of what as a man he could 
not help. “My choice is the old world 
—choice, my need, my life.” (So he 
wrote a few years later.) “There is 
no need for me today to argue about 


this; it is an inestimable blessing to 
me, and a rare good fortune, that the 
problem was settled long ago.” No 
European writer, he declared, had to 
assume the “terrible burden” of choos- 
ing between America and Europe. His 
choice helped him to satisfy his hun- 
gering sense of the past. 

The “why” of his settlement is the 
core of Professor Wegelin’s classically 
executed investigation of James's rigor- 
ous expatriation and the values which 
“so attracted him to the Old World that 
it became his choice and need for art 
and life together,” despite his “deep- 
seated American bias.” England and 
Europe gave him in abundance what 
he felt “‘the painter of life and man- 
ners” inevitably depended on—contrast; 
and, Mr. Wegelin emphasizes, James's 
“particular sense of contrast had been 
‘predetermined’ for him by the ‘facts’ 
of his early life.” 


AGAIN, the Old World had charm, 
manners, tradition, a social structure 
in which James could “crouch,” if 
necessary, in avoidance of those ele- 
ments of American life which he found 
so intensified when after 20 years’ 
“literary absenteeism,” in Howells’s 
phrase, he returned briefly to his na- 
tive country—that “huge ‘proposition,’ ” 
interesting, to be sure, but “formida- 
ble, fearsome, and fatiguing.”. Manners 
were especially important to James, 
Mr. Wegelin makes plain, for in them 
he saw a “crystallization of social ex-

ONE OF THE LEAST known 
portions of the far-flung British Em- 
‘pire is the colony of British Guiapa 
-—located on the northeast coast of 
South America. Scarcely 150 miles from 
the vacation resorts of Trinidad, this 
British outpost has no beach or resort 
area. What it does have, however, it 
has in great and mammoth profusion. 
Dense jungle, magnificent waterfalls, 
and virtually inaccessible mountains 
make up most of the colony.

Mr. Swan, like Mr. Guppy, journeyed 
up and down tropical rivers by steamer, 
small boats, and canoes. He tramped 
through jungle on foot and flew over 
many difficult stretches in rickety air- 
craft. Mr. Guppy was inclined, on the 
other hand, to push into these difficult 
stretches on foot. But Mr. Swan doesn’t 
actually take the easy way any more 
than Mr. Guppy. Life in the jungles of 
British Guiana could not possibly be 
construed as easy—especially for the 
white man. 

The climax of Mr. Swan's travel was 
the ascent of mist-covered Mount Ror- 
aima, a 10,000 foot peak surrounded by 
Venezuela, Brazil and British Guiana. 
This mountain first gained fame in Sir

values met.” Conceived finely enough, 
manners turned into virtue, a distilla- 
tion of experience ‘and reflection, of 
social experience—a “social grace and 
value.” 


Henry liked what his brother had 
once called “the attained social charac- 
ter of European civilizations.” More- 
over, though erosion of all the forms 
seemed well advanced in Europe too by 
1895, it was slower there,-and he “pre- 
ferred the old tranquilities to the callow 
modern rush.” To the very end, the au- 
thor concludes, “James imaged the con- 
trast between America and Europe as a 
contrast between the complementary 
values of spiritual spontaneity and so- 
cial experience.” 


THE RESEARCH that went into 
this important addition to James schol- 


' arship is documented in 211 notes 


(some of them notes within notes with- 
in notes), arranged separately accord- 
ing to chapters. The thought and evalu- 
ation and organization are models of 
the kind of exposition that makes an 
essentially specialized work appealing 
and enlightening to any sophisticated 
reader who responds to the luminous 
literacy of James. 


I feel that Professor Wegelin has 
shown convincingly how successfully 
James accepted and discharged what 
he himself called “one of the responsi- 
bilitfes” of being an American—namely, 
that “of fighting against a superstitious 
valuation of Europe.”

THE AUTHOR of last year’s suc- 
cessful “The Velvet Horn” allows us, in 
this collection of earlier pieces, to enter 
his workshop. Here, in long and short 
pieces, he allows us to read much that 
is intrinsically interesting. Further- 
more, for those who found “The Velvet 
Horn” a blend of Southern local color, 
Faulknerian violence, and some of the 
oldest myths in the world, these earlier 
pieces confirm one’s guesses about 
Lytle’s intent. 


As the author points out in his intro- 
duction to this collection, the novelist’s 
duty is to tell and retell the oldest 
stories that man has beguiled himself 
with—just because those stories are 
manifestly the ones most worth re- 
lating: Quests for fathers, mothers, 
buried treasures; encounters with mon- 
sters in lost valleys. But—and this is 
important to a novelist like Lytle—the 
writer must retell a basic myth in terms 
proper to his region. 


The history and the economic and 
social conditions of—say—the South put 
restrictions upon what the honest novel- 
ist, artist rather than moralist, can re- 
late. Lytle, for example, observes with 
regret that his material allows him to 
deal only with a Christianity in decay 


in a society where the family must be 


both biological and religious unit. 


THE SURFACE variety of themes 
and styles in the present collection can 
be regarded as so many attempts to 
work out the problem Lytle grants that

A Male Paradise 


PEACE IN PICCADILLY: THE STORY OF ALBANY, by 
Sheila Birkenhead. (Reynal and Co., 250 pgs., $4.)

IN THIS INFORMAL HISTORY of a London house 
and its famous, or notorious, tenants Sheila Birkenhead has 
given us a most delightful book. One would like to call it an 
ideal book, because it is at once lively and entertaining, 
scholarly and informative, well illustrated and well written, 
thus making if a genuine pleasure both to own and to read. 
The name Albany probably won’t mean much, if anything, 


-.to most of us. One can readily think of a score of great 


English houses—even London ones for that matter—whose 
names and whereabouts are more familiar to us than this 
ohe. It is not to be found in the guidebooks for the simple 


-yeason that it is not open to the public. It is a private 


house, a lodginghouse to be exact—perhaps the world’s 
most exclusive lodginghouse. It is indeed easy for the 
visitor to London to walk right by it without noticing it. 
For after all, London is full of imposing buildings: what is 
special about this one there on the north side of Piccadilly 
close by the Burlington Arcade and the Royal Academy 
even though it is quite obviously a magnificent mansion? 

Well, Lady Birkenhead, who is the daughter of the late 
Viscount Camrose, proprietor of the London Daily Telegraph 
and the wife of the Earl of Birkenhead, as well as a writer 
of note in her own right, takes us within these walls of 
Albany and tells us what has gone on there. And the story 
she has to tell is of some of the most interesting people 
in the life of London during the last 150 years. 


THE HOUSE WAS BUILT in 1774 by Sir William 
Chambers for the first Lord Melbourne, whose brilliant wife 
collaborated with Lord Egremont to produce Queen Victoria’s 
first prime minister. As Melbourne House it was the center 
of the world of fashion and politics. Later it passed into 
the hands-+of the Duke of York and was a royal residence. 
In 1802, however, the mansion with its great courtyard and 
beautiful gardens was converted into private flats, intended 
for “‘the casual residence of the nobility and gentry who had 
no settled town residence.” me 

What kind of gentlemen inhabited it? Those, of course, 
who could afford the price, which was not small. But among 
their number have been many celebrated men of the day, 
including some fascinating eccentrics. The author brings 
us into intimate company with a few of them: Matthew 
Gregory Lewis, known to the world as “Monk” Lewis, author 
and playwright; Lord Byron, William Ewart Gladstone, Ed- 
ward Bulwer Lytton, Thomas Babington Macaulay; and, in 
more recent days, John Lane, book publisher at The Bodley 
Head; Compton Mackenzie, the novelist; Edward Knoblock, 
the American playwright, and Arnold Bennett. 

The place had many attractions, especially for scholars 

and misogynists. It was—I’m not sure that it still is—a mas- 
culine stronghold, sacred to bachelors. It was also an oasis 
of quiet, wondrously free from distractions of every sort, a 
veritable cloister or hermitage. (When Caroline Lamb wanted 
to gain access to Byron’s lodgings she had to dress herself 
as a page.) 
FOR A WRITER LIKE MACAULAY it was sev- 
enth heaven. Enjoying all the quiet of a Cambridge college 
quadrangle he could settle down happily to his life’s work, 
the writing of his great “History.” For politicians like Glad- 
stone, Albany meant a convenient base for Westminster, easy 
to return to after late sittings in the House. 

Bulwer Lytton had a special reason for wanting its peace. 
He moved in to escape from his wife. 

In a chapter of special interest Lady Birkenhead tells the 
story of The Bodley Head, which occupied the rear part of 
the building fronting on Vigo Street, and of its famous 
publication “The Yellow Book,” notable most of all for the 
drawings of Aubrey Beardsley. 

It is, of course, not a little ironical, but no doubt inevit- 
able these days, that it should be a woman writer who finally 
tears down the walls of this male paradise to reveal the 
nature of its Btrange inmates, but I don’t think many of 
my sex will really mind this breach with sacred tradition.

“CUMP” SHERMAN WAS PRESIDENT of « 
horse-car company in St. Louis when Abraham (Slucuin 
called for volunteers in 1861.

Sherman had been manager of the San Francisco branch 
of a St. bank. When it failed, he became the first 
president of the Louisiana military school which now is 
ana State University. With secession imminent, he 
went job-hunting in Washington where his brother, John, 
“Cump”—short for the middle name 
in William Tecumseh Sherman—got the impression, however, 
that even Lincoln did not realize how serious civil war would 
be. Sherman was almost paralyzed with fear of its cost and 
consequences. 


ANYWAY, A MAN WITH A FAMILY and no 
money could not afford to give up a job for three months 
of volunteer service. So he said “No” until he received a 
regular’s commission in time to show his ability at Bull 
Run by covering the Northern retreat. He really came into 
his own in the West, supporting Grant at Fort Donelson, 
Shiloh and Vicksburg. Those two, unlike some textbook gen- 
erals, realized that wars were won by beating armies, seizing 
their supplies and demoralizing their supporters. 


They quickly decided that the South must be divided, 
first along the Mississippi and then along the line of Sher- 
man’s march to the sea. The rescue of Rosecrans in Tennessee 
put Sherman in position for his campaign against Atlanta, his 
march to Savannah, and the fantastically brilliant drive 
through the swamps and across the Carolinas. As Lincoln 
said, Grant in Virginia held the bear’s foot while Sherman 
skinned the beast. 


Sherman’s marches were classics in the war of maneuver. 
Abandoning his own communications, he fought no unneces- 
sary battles yet forced Johnson into retreat after retreat. 
This was warfare like chess, and Sherman’s lean, strong, fast- 
marching Westerners were the ideal pieces for the game. It 
was psychological wazfare, too. Sherman’s success meant 
discouragement and desertion for the South. 


THAT SHERMAN WAS THE MOST brilliant com- 
mander of the war seems to be the unstated point of the 
two best books about him, both now offered in new editions. 
Liddell Hart, the British military critic, is more attracted 
by the soldier. Interested in the whole man, the late Lloyd 
Lewis wrote one of the best of all American biographies. 
Both show that Sherman knew from the start that “war 
is hell,” and that he sought to end it as quickly as possible. 

Lewis tells more about Sherman’s generous surrender terms 
to Johnson, terms based on his conversation with Lincoln 
but rejected by the Radical Republicans who did not believe 
in “malice toward none.” Grant’s failure to support Sherman 
more vigorously surely was one of the first signs of the weak- 
ness which was to make him a tragic president. 


If Sherman failed to dissuade Grant from becoming a 
tool of unscrupulous politicians, he certainly avoided them 
himself. As commander of the army after the war, he even 
moved his headquarters from Washington to St. Louis. More 
intelligent and less ambitious than Grant, Sherman’s integrity 
brought a serene twilight to his life. 

His grave is in Calvary Cemetery, St. Louis.

Audio-Visual Language: Teaching 


Fight Universities Join in a Comprehensive Pilot Course 


By GEORGE BORGLUM 


WE KNOW there is a teacher crisis, 
that there just aren’t enough teachers 
to go around. This shortage of teachers 
is particularly critical in the teaching 
of languages. Statesmen and educators 
have suddenly realized that if we wish 
to play a successful role in keeping the 
peace around the world, it is important 
that we should be able to speak to 
other peoples in their own language 
and also that we should know some- 
thing of their own way of life. 


Toward this end Wayne State Univer- 
sity and the Detroit Public Schools have 
participated in the production and use 
of a pilot audio-visual course in begin- 
ning French and have been joined by 
seven other universities (Florida, Indi- 
ana, lowa State Teachers’ College, 
Michigan, Purdue, Tennessee, and 
Washington) and high schools in Minne- 
apolis, Oklahoma City, and Schenec- 
tady. The organization, known as the 
Modern Language Audio-Visual Project, 
has already held three annual “Con- 
sultations” for participating teachers, 
observers and language teaching spe- 
cialists from as far away as Paris. 

What audio-visual specialists consider 
the most significant feature of this 
project is the use of audio-visual mate- 
rials and techniques not as incidental, 
occasional aids, but as central and 
essential to the success of the process 
of learning a language. 

THINKING IN A LANGUAGE 
is an automatic process. It is not some- 
thing you figure out as you go along, 
but a skill which through practice be- 
comes automatic, like walking, eating 
or playing music from notation. The 
mind reacts to a stimulus, and out come 
the sound symbols—and in the proper 
order—thus communicating the indi- 
vidual’s reaction. Let us duly note, 
however, that the sounds and struc- 
tures of language which correspond to 
things and concepts are not actively 
taught the pre-school child. Sound 
symbols which correspond to things and 
acts and concepts, and the meanings of 
structures (man bites dog—dog bites 
man), are learned through repeated ex- 
perience along with such things as pitch 
and stress. The student submits himself 
passively at first but as his muscles 
become trained the process becomes 


active. 
FOREIGN OR ‘‘SECOND’’ 
languages, as today’s educators call 


them with good reason, can be taught 


Students in Wayne University language class. 


and learned the same way by most 
people of any age. Place them in a 
functional situation with the help of 
pictures and just use the language. 
The process cannot be a haphazard 
activity but depends for its success on 
a number of factors, including care- 
fully prepared sequences and new sci- 
entific concepts of what language is 
and how the target language differs 
from the native in structure and the 
phenomena of sound. But in any case, 
the long, parallel columns of words, 
foreign and native, to be memorized 
along with involved rules, have dis- 


red. 
/ In their place are streams of sound 
conforming to well-drilled patterns and 


representing concepts or “referents” 
which have been associated with each 
other in a situation. The system works, 
as thousands of tape-recorded im- 
promptu talks by students prove, but it 
depends upon a great deal of repetition. 
The problem is to provide it, and in a 
form acceptable to the student. 


FIRST OF ALL, the Pilot..Pro- 
gram’s materials deal realistically with 
the way of life of the people who live in 
France and speak French. Such topics 
as geography, family, education, gov- 
ernment, industry, agriculture, history 
and customs are presented by means of 
some 1200 color slides. Seen several 
times each, they give the student a 
“feel” for France and what is French. 


Next, the lesson cycle is new. It does 
not start at the end of the class with 
the instructor assigning a new lesson 
for study, but with the showing of the 
pictures of the new lesson accompanied 
by their French commentary. Most of 
the vocabulary and structures are 
taught by the pictures and this is strictly 
bi-sensory or audio-visual. By various 
other direct-method devices the in- 
structor explains what_is abstract and 
cannot be comprehended through the 
senses. Finally, a feature of the tech- 
nique is choral repetition of every key 
sentence in the commentary. During 
the course of the presentation a class 
recites several hundred sentences while 
looking at the appropriate pictures. 


Theoretically, the student has a pas- 
sive command of the new materials as 
he leaves the classroom. 

The next step, at the student’s own 
choice of time, is a period of‘ practice 
in the language laboratory where he 
hears again the materials of the lesson 
and makes them active through various

assimilation exercises. In the early 


weeks of the course the student’s prob- 
lem is to learn to hear new sounds 
accurately enough to imitate them. His 
tendency is to hear and produce the 
closest sounds from his own language’s 
phonetic system. So practice is neces- 
sary in learning to listen and hear 
properly. : 

The laboratory is equipped with 
audio-active instruments which bring a 
source lesson to the student’s ears 
through earphones and at the same 
time allow him to hear himself in his 
earphones as he. talks during the si- 
lences which have been left on the tape 
for his response. The Wayne staff's 
experience has resulted in the develop- 
ment of a transistorized, high-fidelity, 
low-cost and trouble-free instrumen’ 
marketed under the name of “Instructo- 
mat.” Only after a hearing and “hear- 
back” experience does the student go 
to his book and see how the sounds he 
has heard are transcribed in writing. 
BACK IN THE CLASSROOM, 
the student is quickly taken through a 
structural drill exercise done “live” by 


the instructor with or without pictures, . 


or from a tape prepared in advance. 
Drill is always the repetition of a struc- 
tural pattern. This may be followed by 
a variety of exercises including a 
straightforward question and answer 
exchange with the students responding 
individually or in chorus. 


Choral repetition has the tremendous 
advantage of allowing all the students 
to talk all the time not taken by the 
instructor. 


Examinations in this system are four- 
part. Each skill is tested separately— 
oral and written composition, reading 
and hearing. Each part of the exam- 
ination corresponds to a communication 
skill, what someone is communicating 
orally or in writing, or what the stu- 
dent himself wishes to say on a subject 
drawn by lot and recorded immediately 
on tape for posterity. There is no trans- 
lation, no decoding or encoding, it is as 
natural and uninhibited a performance 
as it is possible to produce. The student 
proceeds directly from the mental 
image to the written or spoken word 
just as he does in his native language. 

The combination of materials and 
techniques — visual documents which 
take the student to France every day, 
choral repetition which multiplies per- 
formance hundreds of times, structur- 
ally-grouped exercises in the classroom 
and laboratory which bring about “un- 
conscious memorization” — all these 
make possible something really new, 
the “expanded” language teaching class. 
AT A TIME WHEN the language 
teaching profession is saying, “If you 
want us to teach our students to under- 
stand and talk give us smaller sec- 
tions,” the A-V language teacher says, 
“So long as the student can see and 
hear properly, the size of the section 
doesn’t matter.” For two years Wayne 
State University has conducted classes 
in beginning French with as many as 
75 students in a class. 


It is not out of order to conclude this 
report with the statement that what we 
have is a highly integrated system of 
communication for the purpose of 
teaching a skill. It has implications for 
the teaching of other skills, for self- 
teaching systems and for making the 
professional teacher go as far and wide 
and well as conditions require. 


The Museum of Modern Art ; 


Famous New York Institution Now Stronger Than Ever

LAST APRIL 15, the Museum 
of Modern Art, which occupies a con- 
temporary style building of stone, con- 
crete and glass at 11 West Fifty-third 
street, suffered a distressing loss. 

Fire broke out in the second-floor 
galleries, where air-conditioning equip- 
ment was being installed. It was con- 
fined to a small area because the build- 
ing itself is fireproof. However, within 
that area an electrician died in the 
smoke; Portinari’s “Festival, St. John’s 
Eve” was destroyed, and so was one 
of Monet’s celebrated “Waterlilies.” 

These paintings were too large to be 
carried out through the exits available 
during the fire. Seven others were 
damaged by smoke, but were rescued 
in restorable condition. 

It could have been worse. The mu- 
seum had just set up the Georges 
Seurat exhibition of paintings and 
drawings from Chicago, and this exhi- 
bition included the very large and very 
famous “Sunday Afternoon on the 
Grand Jatte,” which had been given 
to the Chicago Art Institute on condi- 
tion that it be allowed to leave the 
institute but once, and then only on 
loan to New York. This was that“once 
—and Museum of Modern Art staff 
members were haggard with relief when 
“Grand Jatte” and the other Seurats 
were all safely accounted for. 
LAST MONTH, following a period 
of extensive remodeling and repair, the 
museum was ready to hold exhibitions 
again, and to resume the remarkable 
range of activities that it has gradually 
added to the traditional museum func- 
tion. 

The traditional museum function, of 
course, is to collect art works and to 
make them available to the museum’s 
patrons and to the public. That would 
be a bald summary of the entire con- 
tribution of the Museum of Modern Art 
to its own community, and to other 
communities, such as St. Louis. What 
makes this museum unique if, Amegican 


and world art are the ways in which 
it applies its collections to the well- 
being of twentieth century culture, and 
the broadness of the field that the mu- 
seum has annexed under the general 
heading of “art.” 

The museum’s most prominent dis- 
plays are paintings and sculptures, but 
the visitor also wanders into exhibi- 
tions of things like typewriters, sewing 
machines, kitchen pans and Charles 
Eames chairs. He is likely to chance 
upon exhibitions of architectural models, 
of handcrafted and machine-made fab- 
rics and ceramics, and of book jackets. 
All these are regarded by the museum 
as, in their way, products of art, and 
good design as a fringe benefit of 
fine art. 

THIS WAS THE FIRST museum 
to accord photography its deserved 


place as an art. Under the director- 


ship of the distinguished photographer, 
Edward Steichen, this department has 
built an impressive collection of work 
of the last half-century. This culmi- 
nated in 1955 with “The Family of 
Man” exhibition, which presented more 
than 500 photographs from 68 countries 
on the theme of the essential oneness 
of human beings. It was shown at 
the City Art Museum in St. Louis, and 
several replicas of this display are still 
circulating in various parts of the 
world. And the-musenm’s film library 
is the greatest film coilection in ex- 
istence. 

It would be easy to pass by the 
premises at 11 West_Fifty-third street 
without noticing them. The building 
is clean-lined but unpretentious. New 
Yorkers and visitors to this city know 
it well, however, and it is usually 
crowded. On the Fifty-fourth street 
side, the passerby notices a high wall 
of gray glazed brick, with occasional 
openings through which he ‘sees a gen- 
erously scaled sculpture garden, with 


trees and, at one end, tables and chairs 


for outdoor lunch and coffee. . 
The garden invites strolling, and the 


stroller. discovers a series of high- 
standing wall reliefs by Matisse, 
Rodin’s striding “John the Baptist,” a 
couple of Lachaise’s plentitudinous fe- 
male figures, and Calder’s sheetiron 
“Whale,” a high construction like a 
dorsal fin with variations. 


PEOPLE ARE IMPORTANT to 
the Museum of Modern Art. The mu- 
seum itself is visited by about 1500 a 
day during the week, 3000 on Sundays, 
adults paying 75 cents admission, chil- 
dren 25 cents. But from this hard core 
of direct contact, people all over the 
world share in the museum’s energetic 
and imaginatively conceived activities, 
through its traveling shows and the 
exhibitions it generates far from home, 

Under its international program, the 
museum has organized the United 
States representations at exhibitions in 
Brazil, Japan, India and Italy. Its 
steady stream of publications include 
scholarly monographs, surveys of art 
movements, and paperback guides to 
art for the layman. 

The museum is entirely supported by 
private funds. More than 25,000 mem- 
bers pay annual dues, from $15 up, 
that take care of most of its $2,000,000 
yearly expenses. Members are in every 
state and many foreign countries. The 
rest comes from admission fees, book 
sales and money from private donors 
and foundations. 

THE FIRE DAMAGE was $250,- 
000, and the museum made. other 
changes and additions costing $850,000. 
The feeling that New Yorkers have 
for the museum was never more elo- 
quently evidenced than it was after the 
fire. An emergency committee quickly 
raised a large part of the money needed 
for repairs. Séveral people offered to 


pay sizable amounts for the tiniest

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Classical Records

THE ABSURDITIES of the opera “La Gioconda” are 
apparent to anyone who reads through a summary of the plot 
and they support the argument, sometimes advanced, that 
the audience is more susceptible to operatic music when it 
doesn’t understand the words. Nevertheless it is a good 
opera for singers. The composer, Amilcare Ponchielli, has 
provided a generous number of arias for all the principals 
together with effective choral and ensemble scenes. ale 
lyrically expressive and most of them are strongly 
with passion. 

A new recording of “Gioconda” presents a cast with uni- 
formly high qualifications for communicating hate, fear and 
love of several varieties, with emotional conviction. Zinka 
Milanov (Gioconda), Giuseppe di Stefano (Enzo), Leénard 
Warren (Barnaba), Rosalind Elias (Laura), and Belen’ Am- 
paran (La Cieca), make up a set of principals that could 
hardly be improved as a whole in vocal quality or artistic 
discrimination. In most instances they make the characters 
more credible in a human sense than a literal reading of 
the verbal text would suggest. 

The orchestra and chorus of the Academy of Saint Cecilia 
at Rome collaborate in the recording. Fernando Previtali, 
the conductor makes the orchestra a more vital part of the 
proceedings than one ordinarily hears in present day record- 
ings. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, Three Records.) i 
GLENN GOULD’S RECORDING of Beethoven's 
Piano Concerto No. 1 loses a desirable incisiveness in’ the 
first movement because of a tempo that’s too fast for “erisp 
articulation. He is assisted in this recording by the Coltrmbia 
Symphony Orchestra under Vladimir Golschmann, The slow 
movement is comfortably serene in an introspective way'and 
the finale is appropriately lucid and high-spirited. Mr. Gould 
uses his own cadenzas and according to his statement on the 
back of the jacket they are not written for virtuoso display 
and they do not reflect the style of the composer. This leaves 
nothing more to be said. The recording is extraordinarily 
good in its reproduction of both the piano and the orchestral 
timbres. The stereophonic process should make all piano 
recordings much better than they have been. (Columbia 
Stereophonic, One Record.) 
HIGH POLICY in the Soviet Union militates against 
bold experiments in harmony but a sound and imaginative 
composer can still make his individuality felt even in a 
conservative idiom. Nicolai Rakov is Such a composer and his 
Symphony No. 1, played by the Moscow State Philharmonic 
Orchestra under his own direction, is a flowing, melodious 
work with many inventive touches and well made in* the 
bargain. Sometimes Rakov sounds like an optimistic Rach- 
maninoff. In general, though, his music is not imitative; it is 
merely safe and eclectic in style. In a nineteenth century 
context it would undoubtedly have a fresher impact.+ The 
performance is excellent. (Westminster, Monaural, One 
Record.) 
AN ORCHESTRAL miscellany played by the Cleveland 
Orchestra under George Szell offers another set of pieces 
well suited for demonstrating stereophonic sound. The list 
consists of Tschaikowsky’s “Capriccio Italien,” Rimsky Kor- 
sakoff’s “Capriccio Espagnol,” Moussorgsky’s “Dawn on the 
Moskva River” and Borodin’s “Polovtsian Dances.” The or- 
chestra sounds great and Mr. Szell guides the performances 
with a strong hand. The conductor, however, was satisfied 
with making these pieces merely energetic and clear ‘cut, 
(Epic, Stereophonic, One Record.) |

Baptist Church, 9030 Clayton 
road, Richmond Heights, will 
climax its 125th anniversary 
with the dedication of its new 
$350,000 sanctuary at 10 o’clock 
this morning.

Van Dusen, president of Union 
Theological Seminary, New 
York, is scheduled to deliver 
the dedicatory sermon titled,

ToMake Little 


Go Long Way 


By EDWARD COWAN 


WASHINGTON (UPD— 
Caught in a pinch between a 
dwindling balance of insuring 
authority and an unexpectedly 
heavy demand for home mort- 
gage insurance, the Federal 
Housing Administration is try- 
ing to make a little go a long 
way. 

Officials of the agency said 
there is “good evidence” the 
agency will be able to honor 
all its obligations before Con- 
gress reconvenes in January. 
But they make no flat predic- 
tions. Moreover, they hope 
that the lawmakers will act 
quickly to prime FHA’s pump 
with new insuring authority. 

The squeeze developed, FHA 
said, because instead of taper- 
ing off as they usually do in 
the autumn, applications for 
mortgage insurance frose 
contra-seasonally through Sep- 
tember. The volume dropped 
somewhat in October, however. 

After FHA ran out of insur- 
ing authority late last May and 
stopped issuing insurance com-

Mortgage Funds for Home 
Buyers Becoming Tighter, 


FNMA Report Indicates 


Mortgage funds for home- 
buyers are becoming tighter. 
This is indicated in a report 
and financial statement cover- 
ing the Federal National Mort- 
gage Association’s Secondary 
Market Operations for the 


third quarter released this 


week by FNMA president J. 
Stanley Baughman. The report 


shows a step-up in mortgage 


offerings and a cutback in 
sales. 

Baughman pointed out that 
ever since the start of the four- 
year-old Secondary Market Op- 
erations program, fluctuations 
in the number of mortgage 
offerings submitted to the 
agency have reflected the con- 
dition of the mortgage market. 
They are regarded as “a reli- 
able baromete rof the mortgage 
market by those who follow 
these trends,” he said. 

“As mortgage funds become 
tighter, offerings to FNMA in- 
variably. increase. As funds 
ease, offerings to the associa- 
tion diminish accordingly. 

“Conversely,” he stated, “as 
monetary credits become more 
readily available, FNMA sales 
of mortgages to private inves-

It insures one and two-family 
houses up to $20,000, three- 
family dwellings up to $27,500 
and four-family houses up to 
$35,000. The maximum per- 
mitted mortgage term is 30 
years or 75 per cent of the re- 
maining economic life of the 
house, whichever ig less.

LONDON, NOV. 15 (AP). 


EACH MORNING just before 10 o’clock a little man 
with a white beard walks briskly up Downing street to the 
curb opposite No. 10, gets down on his knees, and prays. 


He fingers a string of rosary beads and his lips move 
soundlessly. He prays hard and fast for 10 minutes. Then 
he rises, picks up the leather valise he uses for a knee 
cushion, and leaves without a word to anybody. 

This has been going on for four years. 

No. 10 is the official residence of the British prime 
miinister—at the moment, Conservative Harold Macmillan. 
It is therefore generally supposed around London that the 
praying man seeks divine guidance for the nation’s leader 
at a parlous time in world history. 


THE LITTLE MAN, who is Alfred E. Roach, 62, says 
it isn’t quite that simple. 


“The primary purpose of my daily vigil,” he 
explains, “is te pray for world peace. Naturally 
the divine guidance which the prime minister of 
Britain receives is an important factor. 

“J also pray for the conversion of Russia from 
atheism to belief in God, and for the return of the 
United Kingdom to the holy Catholic Church.“ 


> ON SUNDAY MORNINGS, after his visit to No. 10, 
Roach carries his message to a soapbox in Hyde Park, near 
Marble Arch, known as.Speakers’ Corner. He is a lucid 
and forceful orator and draws larger crowds than most. 

Roach is barely 5 feet tall, with clear blue eyes. He 
says he was born in Limerick, Ireland, and taken to India 
by his parents as a child. 

He spent most of his life in India, Roach says, and 
was a major in the Indian army and once superintendent 
of the Calcutta soccer club. He came to England in 1947.

THE MORGAN TWINS — 
Gloria Vanderbilt and Thelma 
Lady Furness—came through 
town, exuding a sense of gran- 
deur, plugging their new book 
and being more than a little 
nostalgic for an age of society 
suddenly gone.

“That's right,” I said. 

We had many adjustments to 
make.

He would sit 
in the tight little group while 
the story was being read, grin 
at Miss Levy, look at his class- 
mates, and then after two min- 
utes he was ready to do some- 
thing else. 


After the first experience, 
his teacher seated him on the 
end. When he got bored, he 
would get up and move to the 
sand box, or go to the booklet 
table and sprawl on the floor 
looking at the large colored 
pictures. Sometimes he wan- 
dered out into the hall’ for a 
drink at the bubbler. Then he 
would just stand there and 
splash water at anyone who 
walked by. Once I found him 
in my office, which happens to 
adjoin his classroom, having 
a gay time throwing the file 
copies of my professional jour- 
nals on the floor and walking 
on them. 

The other children in the class 
did not react the way the 10- 
year-olds had. The situation 
was different. They learned 
very quickly that there was 
little help they could give Tom- 
my.

The part that the children 
love most, however, is the 
birthday blessing ceremony. 
The rabbi, Who conducts the 
service, calls the names of 
those children having birthdays 
that week.

Plunging — 
In Pools 
In Big Way 


By Hal McClure 


LOS ANGELES, Nov. 15 (AP). : 

AMERICANS Have plunged 
into swimming pools in a big 
way. 

Six years ago there were 
slightly more than 17,000 pools 
in the country, By next Jan- 
uary the National Swimming 
Pool Institute estimates there 
will be 133,000. More than 55,- 
000 already have been built this 
year. . 

Why this trend? Several rea- 
sons, say builders and planning 
officials. 


Pools are cheaper now and 
can be bought like a new auto, 
so much down and so much a 
month. Pools enhance property 
values, increasing resale prices. 


Many owners use the pool 
area as a place to entertain, an 
extra room. 

““Don’t forget prestige,” one 
builder reminds, “In the old 
days a new car was the sign of 
success. Now it’s a pool,” 

Southern California—with its 
high concentration of sunlight, 
smog and people—is the swim- 
ming pool capital of the 
United States. It boasts the 
most pools, the largest pool 
building firms and equipment 
suppliers. 


An average pool cost about 
.$5000 in the Los Angeles 
‘area right after World War 
il. An average 16-by-32 pool 
now costs just under $4000. 

“Improved know-how and 
materials are the reasons,” 
says one builder, 


ABOUT 75 PER CENT of the 
nation’s pools are being built 
with pneumatically applied 
concrete. Others are poured 
concrete, vinyl or nylon liner, 
fiberglass, steel and aluminum. 


Pool building has given birth 
to another industry—pool 
equipment manufacturing. 

“Man, it’s keeping us hop- 
ping,” says Bill Baker, 35-year- 
old president of Swimaquipt, 
one of the world’s largest man- 
ufacturers of swimming pool 
equipment. 

Baker's company sells 1700 
equipment items, ranging from 
diving boards and steps to fil- 
ters and vacuum cleaners. 
Plants in nearby El Monte and 
in Atlanta are kept busy fill- 
ing sales orders, Swipquipt 
sales last year were more than 
$3,000,000. Expected this year: 
$4,500,000. ot

In many states one can 
buy a pool with no down pay- 
ment and for $65 a month. 
Most home improvement and 
loan companies like te fi- 
nance pools. Some banks in 
the East don’t but they'll 
come around. 

“Besides, swimming ts 
healthy. It’s one of the best 
exercises in the world,”

Some pool owners discovér 
to their horror that pools, like 
lawns or gardens, need tender 
and loving care.

Maintenance service costs 
from a few dollars a month to 
over a hundred, depending on 
the size pool and type service 
required. It has given jobs to 
thousands, including college 
kids.

MoFARLAND CLAIMS to have been a member of the 
old “Our Gang” movie team longer than any others, in- 
cluding Farina (Allen Hoskins), Froggy (Robert McLaugh- 
lin), Buckwheat (Billy Thomas) and Alfalfa (Carl Switzer). 


Hal Roach developed the series in the 1920 before the 
advent of talking pictures, He originally planned two or 
three comedies a year but the demand by exhibitors re- 
sulted for a time in one-a-month production. TV viewers 
know the series as “The Little Rascals.” 

McFarland was living in Dallas, Tex., when, at the 
suggestion of an aunt, Mrs. J. G, Frye of Fort Worth, Tex., 
he was drafted into the Hal Roach series in a talent search. 
When he started in 1931 at 3, McFarland says, no acting 
ability was necessary. The producers “created a situation 
and let you do what you wanted.” 


McFARLAND APPROACHED TV officials here about 


- his present show at a time when the station had daily film

showings of the Roach series. His personal appearance 
would increase the appeal, the station felt, and he was 
signed first to a 13-week contract, then to a repéat. He 
films three-to-five-minute situations involving kids and 
shows them daily on his show.

(UPI)—Despite the ‘huge vol- 


The per capita consumption 
of red meat in the United 
States in 1957 was 159 pounds. 
This was good enough for only 
fifth place in the list of per 
capita consymers in 43 coun- 
tries for which the Department 
of Agriculture has statistics. 
Red meat includes beef, veal, 


pork, mutton, lamb, goat, and 
horsement. It excludes edible 
variety meats, lard, rabbit and 
poultry meat. 

Per capita eonsumption is de- 
termined by the supply avail- 
able to thé eating population. 
So, despite the fact that the 
United States produced more 
than 27 billion pounds of meat 
last year—some 28.5 per cent 
of the world’s total output of 
more than 95 billion pounds— 
each United States consumer's 
share was only 159 pounds. 

The top meat-eating country 
in 1957 was Argentina with 242 
pounds per capita. Other coun- 
tries which ranked ahead of the 
United States were New 
Zealand, 229 pounds; Australia, 
| 221 pounds, and Uruguay, 168 


| pounds. 

-The department’s foreign ag- 
ricultural service observed re- 
cently that red meat consump- 
tion Uruguay has declined 
sharply in recent years, appar- 

because of a drop in meat 
duction. Uruguay used to 
the principal meat-eating 
country in the world. In 1953 
the per capita consumption was 
274 pounds. In the same year 
the consumption rate in the 
United States was 155 pounds. 
The rate in Argentina that 
year was 215 pounds. 

eThe department does / not

The chief object of the 
“Grand canal in the moun- 
tains” is to relieve the 4,400,- 
000 peasants along its banks of 
their age-old enemy, drouth, 
which devastates crops nine 
out of every ten years. 

Hydro-electric stations along 
the waterway, taking advan- 
tage of sharp drops into moun- 
tain valleys, will generate 300,- 
000 kilowatts to promote elec- 
trification in a part of China 
where even light of kerosene 
lamps is something of a luxury. 


The New China news agency 
says its irrigation benefits will 


mean an annual increase in 
grain production of more than 
2,000,000 tons in a large area. 

A stretch of more than 200 
miles is scheduled to be com- 
pleted this vear“carrying the 
canal from the town of Minh- 
sien, where the Tao river 
bends north to meet the Yel- 
low, into the highlands of east- 
ern Kansu.

NEW YORK, Nov, 15 (AP)— 
There are indications that the 
Chinese Communists are carry- 
ing out a widespread purge of 
Chinese Moslem religious 
leaders. 

' This comes at a time the 
Chinese Communist leadership 
in Peiping is professing friend- 
ship for Moslems of the Middle 
East in their struggle against 
“western imperialism.” 

Three recent developments 
highlight Peiping actions 
against Moslems: ; 

1. Broadcasts on Nov. 5 re- 
ported a rally of 20,000 people 


to organize 
counter - revotution, Speakers 
declared his example showed 
how the people must. struggle 
against “religious preroga- 
tives.” Mai’s fate was not re- 
lated by the broadcast. 

2. On Oct. 31 the Peiping 
radio announced the dissolu- 
tion of the Moslem Cultural 
Association, Although the as- 
sociation had been used by the 
Chinese Comes party ed 
propaganda purposes pa 
leaders apparently feared to 
permit even this much organi- 
zation among Moslems. 

3. On Oct. 17 the Peiping 
radio announced there 
been mass meetings and a re- 
ligious convocation of 400 Mos- 
lem leaders Aug. 17 to Sept. 6 
in the city of Yinchwan, held 
to condemn a Moslem mullah 
named Ma Chen-wu, who was 
vice chairman of the Chinese 
Islamic Association and his 
adherents. Ma, who collabo- 
rated with the Chinese Com- 
munists for many years, was 
said to be “fiercer than the 
jackal and the wolf and more 
poisonous tuan the viper and 
the scorpion.” He was accused 
of organizing counter-revolu- 
tionary manifestations, His 
fate was not revealed. 

The attacks on purged Mos- 
lem leaders Ma and Mai were 
accompanied by exhortations to 
Communists to “wipe out all 
counter-revolutionaries hidden 
in religious circles, struggle 
against all rightists and all bad 
people and deeds of religious 
circles.” 

An editorial in the People’s 
Daily of Peiping, leading paper | 
of China, declared: 

“The struggle to expose un-| 
desirable elements and deeds 
in the Islamic faith, particu- 
larly the struggle to abolish 
feudal privileges and feudal- 
istie exploitation, still con- 
tinues.” 

There are estimated to be 
50,000,000 Moslems in China. 
They are particularly numer. 
ous in @ western regions, 
including Sinkiang, next door 
to Soviet central Asia. 

Steps to organize collective 
farms in Moslem areas and 
more recently peoples com- 
munes which confiscate all pri- 
vate property are believed to 
have met Moslem resistance. 
Chinese Moslems are also be- 
lieved to be discontended be- 
cause the Chinese Communist 
regime is settling Chinese on 
their lands in large numbers. 
Recent reports reaching Hong 
Kong indicate that in some 
Moslem areas of China revolts 


against the Peiping regime con- 
tinue,

coat who now plays an Indian-killing frontiersman in “Northwest Passage,”

What's more, Larsen is partly Indian 
himself, admitting to a strain of 
Cheyenne blood. 

So how does he justify this about-

LARSEN CAN BOAST of having ap- 
peared in three teleseries.

Larsen portrays Maj. Robert Rocers, 
a historical figure who participated in 
the French and Indian War, which is 
something of a switch from Westerns.

"The hardest thing for me to cet 
used to is riding a horse with a saddle. 
1 enjoyed riding bareback. And | miss 
going to all the Indian conventions that 
! attended for promotional purposes. 
Now that I'm an Indian killer | have had 
to turn in my feather. 

"So far we've filmed 26 shows. and 
I've knocked off hundreds of red<tins. | 
quess I'm not very popular with the 
French, either: I've killed several hun- 
dred of them, too.”

WHY I'M ANGRY... 


U.S. kids are cheated 


THE AUTHOR does a handstand. A 20-year-old Canadian, one of 
the world’s top girl athletes, she now attends Michigan State.

North American gymnastics champion 


‘In one stroke, I believe the U.S. could vastly improve 


the health of its youth, make new friends abroad and 
perhaps regain the Olympic championship. 

How? Simply by requiring that all students in the 
elementary and secondary schools take gymnastics. 
Depriving a child of such training, I say, amounts to 
cheating him of the full physical education he de- 
serves. It also robs the nation of an exciting and valu- 
able sport. 


Physical fitness of American children would auto- - 


matically improve with the teaching of gymnastics, for 
it’s an ideal body builder. And the kids themselves 
would love it. Just look at the hula-hoop craze. Some of 
the fundamentals of gymnastics, such as the somer- 
sault and the cartwheel, have the same appeal as the 
hula hoop. 

New friends would be made in Scandinavia, Cen- 
tral Europe, Japan and especially Russia, where top 
gymnasts are heroes. I know, because I competed this 
July in Moscow at the world gymnastics champion- 
ship, representing Canada. Since the U.S. did not send 
a team, I was the only girl from North America. 

A group of Russian girls cheered my every effort. 
Between performances I went up into the stands and 
made friends with them. The next day they bought me 
a chocolate bar. I could scarcely keep from crying 
when my coach told me how expensive a candy bar is 
in the Soviet Union. 

This incident proved to me that U.S. gymnasts can 
make friends for the West among the ordinary people 
of Russia. But, unfortunately, there were no American 
girls for the Russians to meet. 


Why We Lost the '56 Olympics 
Regaining the Olympic title lost to Russia in 1956 


‘ would become a possibility — if not in 1960, at least 


in 1964. Right now the United States can’t~possibly 
win the title, since it is so weak in gymnastics. At the 
'56 Olympics the Russians beat the U.S. by 133 points 
— almost exactly the number of points by which they 
beat the Americans in gymnastics. 

Yet the U.S. didn’t even bother to send girl gym- 
nasts to Moscow this year. Officials said the team 
wasn’t strong enough. For heaven's sake, how can the 
U.S. girls improve if they don’t get to compete against 
the very best? 

World champions in gymnastics, in fact, are made 
at the elementary-school level. There is no reason why 
U.S. schools can’t turn out their fair share of cham- 
pions, since little equipment is needed to teach gym- 
nastics. And it happens to be fine training, inciden- 
tally, for all sports. If the educators would only see the 
light, what dividends the United States and her citi- 
zens would reap! @

Second, the prisoners do get a 
chance to talk to each other more 
often than you mention. I have scen 
them chatting when they were walk- 
ing in the courtyard. Third, the Brit 
ish; French, Russian and American 
soldiers at Spandau have no personal ie 
contact with the prisoners. The Nazis > 
are guarded by civilians, all profes- 
sional prison-keepers from the four 
powers.”

POLIO 


Today and in the future 


CROWDS jam Detroit clinic to get $1-apiece anti-polio shots. 
Polio hit Detroit hardest of any big U. S. city in 1958. 


N THREE YEARS’ time, Salk vaccine 
has sharply reduced polio inci- 
dence. But the disease by no means has 
been stamped out. This is one of the 
uneasy facts of American public health 
foday. And there are others, too. Here 
are important ones: 
e At least a half-dozen U.S. areas have 
had polio outbreaks in 1958. 
e For reasons still unknown, para- 
lytic polio in 58 has run about 16 per 
cent over the '57 rate. About 2,000 
paralytic cases were reported by mid- 
October. 
e The year 1959 could be a compar- 
atively “heavy” polio vear. 
@ Today, 41 million Americans under 
40 have not received Salk shots. Seven 
million are in the top polio susceptible 
age group —under 5 years of age. 
e An estimated 20 million-plus Amer- 
icans under 40 will have received no 
Salk vaccine by July 1, 1959. 

Polio-outbreak. areas for ‘58 in- 
clude: Detroit (which had the worst 
siege of any metropolitan area); Dade 
County, Fla., containing Miami; Polk 
County, Fla., where Winter Haven is 
located; Coles County, IIl.; Glacier 
County, Montana; Ward County, 
N. D.;. McDowell County, W. Va., 
and Hawaii (mostly in Honolulu). 

Detroit’s outbreak —case loads were 
running three times the °57 rate in 
mid-October — disclosed: 

1) There were 26 times more para- 
lytic cases among persons who had re- 
ceived no vaccine than: among those 
who had received three shots. 

2) About three out of four of all 
Detroit cases had received no vaccine. 

3) Hardest hit by the disease were 
low income groups. It is obvious that 
vast segments of the low income fami- 


lies had not been reached by vaccina- 
tion programs or by their own doctors. 
Many authorities believe the Detroit 


experience should serve as a warning. 


Slum and other low income areas 
should be prime vaccine targets. 

Certain other leads seem to be 
emerging from the polio case-load ex 
perience df 1957 and 1958. 

Both years were “light” in terms of 
polio incidence, lighter in fact than ex 
perts could hope for on the basis of Salk 
vaccine use alonc. 

Thus, it’s safe to assume that these 
would have been low-incidence years 
even without vaccine. Over the past 
generation, there has been a pattern of 
polio outbreaks. It shows that two light 
years in a row are usually followed b\ 
a heavy year. 


Fourth Shot? 


This is why doctors believe 1959 
could see more cases — unless vacci- 
nation programs are accelerated. 

At present, this much can be said for 
the vaccine’s effectiveness: it is up to 
90 per cent effective in preventing 
paralytic forms of the disease. 

Further, there is accumulating evi- 


dence that the full three-shot course 


prevides high levels of immunity for 


two or more years. 


At present, experts disagree about a 
fourth shot — its value and when it 
might best be given. 

Meanwhile, there’s some consolation 
for the cities which experienced polio 
outbreaks this year. Polio outbreaks 
burn themselves out in specific locales. 
In other words, Detroit, Miami and the 
other cities which were hit hard in ‘55 
are not likely to have another outbreak 
in '59. —ROBERT P. GOLDMAN

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ORSON WELLES 


The most fearless man in show business

HOLLYWOOD. 
Orson Welles, a gelatinous man mountain, 275 
pounds heavy, 6-feet-2-inches tall, and 43 years old, 
is one of those colorful controversial characters who 
attracts no neutralists. People either like or hate him 
and always have. He possesses a demanding type of 
personality that repels or attracts. 

At 20th Century-Fox a few weeks ago, this baby- 
faced prodigy was paid $100,000 for 10 days of 
acting — he played the role of lawyer Clarence Dar- 
row in Compulsion, still another version of the oft-told 
Loeb-Leopold murder case. As usual, Welles inspired 
in his colleagues enmity, envy, scorn, friendship, re- 
spect, calumny and admiration. 

Said director Richard Fleischer, “Orson is the single 
most versatile and creative man in all fields of enter- 
tainment.” Crowed make-up man Maury Seiderman: 
“In a little more than a year Welles has starred in five 
pictures. He’s become the hottest character actor in the 
business. Yet he hates acting.” 

From an opposition actor came the derogation: 
“This guy is the worst ham since Wallace Beery. His 
bombastic, scenery-chewing style of acting went out

with Queen Victoria.” Contributed a former wife: 
“Orson is an egomaniac who meets life as if he in- 
vented it solely for his own amusement.” 

One of the few adjectives Wellesian detractors and 
supporters agree on in describing their target is “fear- 
less.” In all the avenues of show business he has trod 
— producing, writing, acting, directing — George 
Orson Welles is recognized as a ferociously indepen- 
dent, mercilessly frank, uncompromisingly forthright 
man who will speak his piece, write his lines, direct 
his film or produce his play without truckling to 
financiers, executives, reporters or critics. 


Famous Hearst Feud 


“I’m not fearless,” he claims. “I just don’t care.” 

Welles’ behavior pattern, past and present, refutes 
his glib contention. Consider, for example, his long- 
term feud with the Hearst segment of the U.S. press. 
In 1940, when William Randolph Hearst owned an 
extensive string of newspapers and magazines through- 
out the U.S., a wire service, a photo agency, a newsreel 
company, several radio stations, Welles wrote, di- 
rected, produced and starred in Citizen Kane, a mo- 
tion picture based roughly on Hearst's life. 

Since Welles portrayed the leading character in an 
unflattering light, he soon became persona non grata 


to the entire Hearst organization. No one ever issue 
a fiat banning the name Orson Welles from appeariny 
in a Hearst newspaper. But for more than a decade 
his name was omitted from the Hearst press. 

Today, seven years after the death of Hearst, this 
unofficial boycott persists. Explained one show busi 
ness columnist recently, “I mention Welles if I have 
to, but I usually make it my business not to have to.” 

Citizen Kane, voted recently at the Brussels Fair 
one of the 10 greatest films of motion picture history, 
can now be seen on television. It also is used as an 
example of a classic in various cinema arts courses 
given at universities. This year the picture has alread) 
been shown 29 times to classes at the University of 
Southern California. It almost ruined Welles at the 
age of 24, however, because Hollywood and Broad 
way were afraid of antagonizing so powerful a figure 
as William Randolph Hearst by hiring the artist who 
had angered him. 

A lesser man than Welles would have been defeated 
by the situation. But Orson, undeterred, forged ahead, 
talking studios into financing and hiring him both at 
home and abroad. He starred in Jane Eyre, Prince of 
Foxes, The Third Man, Moby Dick. He produced The 
Magnificent Ambersons, Journey into Fear, Macbeth, 
worked as a magician, lecturer, puppeteer, linguist, 


“sawed” in two. The act was staged for servicemen during 
World War Il. Married in 1943, they were divorced in 1948. 
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Naturally baby-faced, Welles is “aged” for most roles. Here he plays the tyrant father in Long Hot Summer. 


essayist, director. Top film-makers like Carol Reed, 
John Huston, Darryl Zanuck, knowing Welles to be a 
creative artist of ingenuity and imagination, insisted 
upon hiring him despite studio warnings that “he isn’t 
liked by the press.” 

“It was a case,” says a friend, “of talent winning 
out over influence.” 

Welles, always a lover of theater — at 16 he was 
a sensation in Dublin’s famed Abbey Theatre, at 18 
he played leads with Katherine Cornell — decided 
during this period in the 1940s to stage a Broadway 
musical version of Around the World in 80 Days. 

“I wrote the show with Cole Porter,” Welles booms, 
“and Porter said one day, ‘I think the fellow we should 
get to produce this show is Mike Todd.’ I agreed and 
for two weeks we cast the show from Todd's office. 
Then we found out that Todd was stone broke and 
about to declare bankruptcy. We'd already signed 
people for the show, and since I couldn't find another 
producer I took it on myself. That's why it cost me 
$275,000 in back income taxes — my losses from 


Around the World in 80 Days which the Internal Rev- 
enue people didn’t allow. They called them personal 
losses because of the way the books were kept. So I 
spent seven years paying these losses off. Then Alex 
Korda, who was my partner on the project, sold my 
script and rights to Mike Todd. The next thing I knew, 
Todd was producing the movie version. Whenever 
anyone asked him about my play version, he used to 
give them a lot of double talk in which he specialized.” 


Next: Don Quixote 


Between acting stints, Welles is currently pro- 
ducing and directing his own screen version of Don 
Quixote in Mexico with Patty MacCormack, Akim 
Tamiroff and an unknown Spanish actor, Manuel 
Reguera. (Welles claims he had the idea for this pic- 
ture before Mike Todd.) . 

“I intended to release it on TV as a spectacular,” he 
says, “and then show it in Europe as a movie. As you 
probably know, I’m much better liked in Europe and 
Canada than I am in the United States.” American 
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reporters, he says, haven't been kind “largely because 
I haven't been too diplomatic with them.” 

Of late, however, Welles has become a less bellig- 
erent figure. A few months ago, when Darryl Zanuck 
asked him to play a small part in Roots of Heaven, 
Orson agreed — but for no money. “Zanuck once did 
me a favor,” he explains, “and this was my chance to 
pay him back.” 

During the filming of The Long Hot Summer, for 
which he received $150,000, .and of the recently- 
completed Compulsion, Welles got along extremely 
well with both cast and press. Friends say this was 
because he has become more tolerant of intellects less 
sharp than his own. They attribute this development 
to his third wife, a beautiful Italian actress, Paola 
Mori, whom he married three years ago. 

“Being of Italian temperament,” explains an inti- 
mate, “Paola, when aroused, can shout Orson down 
and tell him where to get off. She is probably the first 
person he’s ever encountered who can do that. And 
it’s given him a healthy respect for the human race.” &

Beware of... 


FOOL’S GOLD] | 


An army of swindlers has its eye 
on our 49th state—and your money

WASHINGTON, D.c. 

VERYONE KNOws that Alaskan statehood means 
io a bonanza for the flag-makers, but few are aware 
of the “gold” which a handful of unscrupulous pro- 
moters and fast-buck artists are preparing to extract 
from the American public. 

To these slicksters the forty-ninth state means a 
new Klondike, without the discomfort of snow and 
ice, and without the effort of whipping a dog team over 
a wilderness trail. They will do their “prospecting” 
from fashionable hotel suites, handsome offices, per- 
haps even from a public telephone booth. 

And it is your money they are planning to pry loose. 

The schemes are as varied as they are callous, rang- 
ing from phony job offers to million-dollar stock 
swindles. And although these swindles are just getting 
started, already they have claimed victims. 

Says a Justice Department official: “We are doing 
everything we can to protect the public, but the lure 
of sudden wealth — even though bogus — seems ir- 
resistible to many people. These operators are shrewd. 
They are masters of human nature and prepare their 
bait with skill. Many of them are smart enough to 
work just inside the law. There is only one real defense 
against them — the searchlight of publicity.” 


“Jobs” at $8 an Hour 


Most people have heard of the high wages offered 
in Alaska (see box) and so the “T'll-get-you-a-job-in- 
Alaska” racket has been highly successful. Because it 
preys mainly on the unemployed, it also is the most 
vicious of the swindles. The racket works this way: 

The operator offers jobs in Alaska for $8 an hour. 
All you have to do is send him a fee and he will tell 
you if you are qualified for any of the jobs he has 
available. But you never are qualified, for he has no 
real jobs to offer. 

One such swindler, working on the Pacific Coast, 
found hundreds of victims at $10 each. Flushed with 
success, he doubled his price to $20. He now is being 
prosecuted by Uncle Sam for using the mails to de- 
fraud. 

A variation on the jobs racket is to sell you “inside” 
information on the opportunities in Alaska. These $5 
and $10 “confidential” pamphlets are simply rewrites 
of free Government brochures available to anyone. 

_ But both are peanut operations compared to the 
golden harvest. shady stock promoters hope to reap. 
Alaska, of course, has great riches. Two anda half 
times the size of Texas, it has vast timber resources, 
gold, platinum, copper, coal, tin and silver. Experts 
say it has 100 million acres of oil land. 

But this lode of treasure is guarded by massive 
mountains, miles of swamp and tundra, great glaciers, 
roaring rivers —- and some of the world’s largest mos- 
quitoes. Alaska’s riches will not be taken easily — and 
certainly not by any flim-flam artist armed with a 
smooth telephone manner and a briefcase bulging 
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with freshly-printed stock certificates. 

The Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission already has begun to crack 
down on such promoters. It is watch- 
ing the situation closely. 


No Money Back 
But one SEC official explains: “Al- 


though we can put these fraudulent - 


security operators in jail — and we do 
— this does not get your money back. 
Billions of dollars have been filched 
from the American public by stock 
swindlers working from Canada. They 
sold mythical mines, oil fields and tim- 
ber. They were able to get away with 
it because the remoteness of the Ca- 
nadian wilderness made it impossible 
for the average investor to see for him- 
self what he bought shares in. 

“It is easy to see that the vastness 
and inaccessibility of much of Alaska 
renders it liable to the same kind of 
exploitation. Since Alaskan corpora- 
tions come under SEC rules, we have 
a much greater measure of control. 
Nevertheless it is hard to give complete 
protection to the gullible.” 


One recent SEC crackdown was 
against some officers and directors of 
the Alaska Telephone Corp., Seattle, 
Wash. Along with Walter F. Tellier, a 
New Jersey securities broker, they were 
found guilty in a $900,000 conspiracy 
in which money acquired by the sale 
of shares was improperly used. 

An Anchorage brokerage firm, The 
Locaters, Inc., came under SEC fire 
early this year when, having sold some 
securities, “it failed to deliver such se- 
curities and converted the funds to its 
own use.” 

Of course there is a great future in 
Alaska. Already great American com- 
panies are investing heavily. The small 
businessman also will have his place in 
Alaskan development. Undoubtedly 
some millionaires will be created al- 
most overnight. But for every get-rich- 
quick venture that pays off scores will 
fail. 

A top SEC official warns: “If you 
want to invest in Alaska, see a repu- 


table broker. Don’t plunge your money 


on a ‘hot tip’ from a stranger, and above 
all, don’t be taken in by hallyhoo.” @

The new telephones 


Now able to perform wondrous feats, your phone 


soon will be a push-button information bureau 


HAT MODEL TELEPHONE do you 
have? Is it a 1946? A 1950 perhaps? 
Or a 1957 model? 

You say, “Who cares? A telephone is a 
telephone!” 

Well, the felephone company that looks 
after you cares. And it’s determined to make 
you care, too. Why? Simply because phone 
companies are beginning to “merchandise” 
telephones and telephone service. As you 
well know, obsolescence is a major factor in 
most merchandising. The way you sell a new 
appliance is to prove it looks and works better 
than the old one. 

Applied to telephones, the “obsolescence 
technique” has been modified: The phone 
companfes not only want you to keep your old 
model, they want you to add their new snazzy 
ones as well. Today there are 35,000,000 
homes in America with only one telephone. 
Two or more felephones in every home has 
become the rallying cry of the phone giants. 

Available right now, just in case you've 
missed them, are the following telephones: 
e Colored phones to match your room decor. 
e Wall phones for kitchen, den and game

room or even in the garage. 
e Car phones connected to your automobile 


_ dashboard. 


e Speakerphone or “hands free” telephones 
in which yon press a button to conduct a 
phone conversation without lifting the re- 
ceiver. This telephone has ‘a tiny built-in 
microphone that picks up the voice of the 
user from a distance of 20 feet. 

e Hard-of-hearing phones with built-in am- 
plifiers for deaf subscribers. 

e The Electronic Secretary, a device which 
answers the phone and records phone mes- 
sages during your absence. 


Dials Automatically 


e The Dialaphone, an automatic phone 
which dials for you any of 850 numbers pre-| 
viously listed on a perforated tape. The sub- 
scriber simply turns a crank which spins the 
tape. When the name of the desired party 
appears in the view frame, the subscriber 
presses the starter key and the call is auto- 
matically completed. 

Electronics engineers consider all _ the 
above devices “old stuff.” They feel the same 
way about long distance dialing which also 
went into effect this year. Long distance dial- 
ing known as DDD ( Direct Distance Dialing ) 
is the system whereby you can dial New York 
City direct from, say, California by dialing 
the three digits 212 before you dial the 
desired number. If you want to call Chicago 
from California, you prefix your number with 
312, for Detroit it’s 313, for Miami 305, for 
Fort Worth 817. These numbers are in your 
telephone directory. DDD has cut long dis- 
tance connecting time in half—from 12 
minutes for operator-handled long distance 
calls to a half'minute for dialing long distance 
calls yourself. 

But this is yesterday's invention. What have 
the phone companies got in store for you 
tomorrow ? 

Stanley Damkroger, assistant vice-presi- 
dent in charge of sales for American Tel. & 
Tel., largest of all the corporate phone giants, 
says that in 1959 you'll be able to equip your 
home with the new compact, lightweight bed- 
room telephone. The entire unit is small 
enough to hold in one hand. It will come in 
a variety of colors and will include a night 
light. The deluxe model also will include a 
turn-and push-button for use with a home 
communications system. 

This home communications system will 
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will even talk for you

provide users with a built-in intercom system 
of their own tied to their telephone. The 
system provides communicating and bell sig- 
naling between extensions. It also has the 
capacity to answer a front-door built-in 
speaker from any extension. With it the 
human voice is broadcast over the intercom 
line from a speaker associated with each 
phone. Any person called can answer without 
lifting the receiver. 


Push-button Phone Coming 


Another coming attraction is the Repera- 
tory Dialer which has been tested by 75 
busiriessmen in Akron, Ohio. This is an elec- 
trically-operated device for dialing numbers 
automatically. It has a capacity of 50 pre-set 
numbers that can be dialed dne at a time by 
pressing down on a bar once. It is a variation 
of the Dialaphone currently in use, but much 
simpler. 

According to Damkroger, the dial phone as 
we know it today will be replaced within the 
next five to 10 years by the push-button 
telephone. 

The push-button phone will mark the third 
major transition of the telephone since Alex- 
ander Graham Bell began fooling with the 
device 90 years ago. First came the manual 
service in which subscribers rang central for 
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their numbers; the second was the self-dialing 
service as we know it today. The third will 
be the push-button phone of tomorrow in 
which subscribers push seven buttons on a 
12-button set or five on a 10-button set. At 
the moment, tests are being conducted. 

Also among the things to come in com- 
munications is the “Dick Tracy wrist watch 
telephone.” AT&T executives will give no 
time-prediction on that one. All they'll say is, 
“It will be ready in the not-too-distant future.” 

Given these new instruments, what new 
telephone services will be available at the 
same time? Donald Power, president of Gen- 
eral Telephone, second largest telephone sys- 
tem in the country, believes that within a very 
few years subscribers will be able to obtain 
from their phone companies news summaries, 
market results for all kinds of commodities 
and investments. 

“With our campaign to put more tele- 
phones in the home already showing en- 
couraging results,” he reports, “we feel that at 
least four telephones will be in most homes.” 

As for the car in your driveway, it will 
probably be another five years before it car- 
ries a mobile dial radio telephone as standard 
equipment. The over-all object is to make 
communication between people faster, easier 
and more frequent. a

A feast for Thanksgiving 


BETH MERRIMAN parade food eaitor 


RH” THE FEAST of feasts, this Thanks- 
giving, have two plump, golden brown 
chickens — each with a distinctive, espe- 
cially festive stuffing. Serve them on a 
platter garlanded with frosted grapes. Go 
traditional with the trimmings: potatoes, 
sweet or white, winter squash, creamed 
onions, cranberry sauce and relishes. To 
make the frosted grapes: beat one egg 
white with a fork until foamy. Dip small 
clusters of grapes in the egg white, then 
in granulated sugar. Then spread them on 
waxed paper to dry. 


Roast Stuffed Chickens 
Wash chickens under cold running water; 
pat dry inside and out with paper toweling. 
Sprinkle each cavity with 42 teaspoon salt. 
Fill neck cavity lightly with stuffing. Hook 
wing tip into back to hold neck skin; if neck 


skin is short, fasten with skewer. Fill body 
cavity with stuffing; tie legs together with 
string, then tie legs and tail together. Rub 
entire outside of each chicken with 1 table- 
spoon salad oil. Place chickens on rack in 
shallow roasting pan. Bake in moderate oven 
(375°) 30 minutes per pound. 


Brazil-Nut Apple Stuffing 

package (4 oz.) prepared stuffing 

teaspoon cinnamon 

teaspoon ginger 

teaspoon nutmeg 

cup butter or margarine 

cup chopped Brazil nuts 

cup water 

cup seedless raisins 

cup diced peeled apple 
Turn stuffing into bowl; add cinnamon, 
ginger and nutmeg; toss to distribute season- 
ings. Melt butter in a skillet; add Brazil nuts 
and cook until light brown, about 5 minutes.

Let stand 12 min- 
utes. Makes enough stuffing for small roast- 
ing chicken (about 4 Ibs. ).

Most of us feel that if we never rob anyone 
or never murder anyone, we are all that 
God intends us to be. But if you analyze 
them, these flagrant sins are responsible 
for a small part of the world’s misery. It 
was the little sins that nailed Jesus to the 
cross: the sins of greed, immorality, envy, 
prejudice, hatred and dishonesty. And it 
is these little sins that still bring most of 
the heartache, misery and sadness to the 
world today. 

But often we do not recognize these 
sins. In our sophisticated world, we call 
them by different names that “sound bet- 
ter.” Or the sins themselves have become 
disguised. Thus, today, nervousness often 


is the label for anger, self-preservation 
the name for greed, and astuteness the 
modern label for dishonesty. 

Let’s look for a moment at these sins-in- 
disguise—the sins the modern world sel- 
dom recognizes: 


Unkindness. In our rat-race to exist in 
a competitive world, we have lost the 
noble art of just being kind to each other. 
How rarely do we hear a kind word in 
these hard-boiled, half-baked times! In- 
stead, under such guises as “humor” and 
“objectivity,” we hear the harsh word, the 
insult, the dig. 

Unkindness can be a devastating thing. 
It is a killer and destroyer of friendships, 
a murderer of all that is noble and beauti-

ful. Worse still, it can corrupt the life of 
the one who harbors it until he loses his 
friends, his influence, his social standing 
and, most important, his soul. 


Snobbery. Among the things listed in 
Proverbs that God hates is snobbery. In 
fact, it is the very first on the list. The 
Bible says, “The Lord doth hate a proud 
look.” | 

Snobbery, of course, is the modern 
word for the “proud look.” Today we have 
all types of snobs—social snobs, religious 
snobs, racial snobs, intellectual snobs. All 
these “proud looks” God hates. Every kind 
of snob is marked for humiliation. For, 
the Bible says, “He that exalteth himself 
shall be abased.” 


White lies. This is a sin which has crept 
invidiously into the modern way of life. 
From the little boy in the joke who slips 
and says, “Mama said to tell you she isn’t 
home,” to the Hollywood writer who hides 
behind the Fifth Amendment, we have be- 
come a nation of adept prevaricators. 

Worse yet, we have even come to be- 
lieve that white lies are justified—even 
noble—when the cause is good. In the 
eyes of God there is no difference between 
the exaggerations. of a minister who gets 
carried away with enthusiasm and the 
salesman who tells falsehoods to sell his 
wares. The phrase “white lies” does not 
appear in the Bible. The Bible says, 
“Whatsoever things are honest: think on 
these things.”

Laborers have no 
zest for honest toil; their main objec- 
tive is the pay check at the end of the 
week. Businessmen neglect their fami- 
lies, their principles and their God to 
achieve what they call success. 

Often laborer and businessman alike 
delude themselves into believing they 
do this only for the welfare of their 
families. But when they find success 
they are poorer in true riches than be- 
fore.

the heights today. And lust for power 
can consume the poor as well as the 
rich. The passion of labor to control 
politics, for example, can be as evil as 
the desire for big business to control 
and monopolize the market. 
Commonly, we see this sin in quite 
a different way. It is the sin that afflicts 
those who would “get ahead” by tramp- 
ing on the heads of others. Sometimes 
we dignify it with the word “ambition,” 
which is not quite the same thing. 
We need always to remember, as the 
Bible says, that “Power belongeth to 


God.” We should not commit the sin of 


usurping that which is God’s alone. 


Hypocrisy. We usually associate this 
word with religious charlatans, but I 
would remind you that a hypocrite is 
any person who pretends to be what he 
is not. Sometimes, in our modern world, 
we call it “putting up a good front.” 

Thus the businessman who puts out 
his “Honest John” sign but resorts to 
false claims to close a sale is a hypo- 
crite. The married couple who appears 
so devoted at a party but fuss all the 
way home are hypocrites. So is the gir] 
who poses as the epitome of virtue but 
becomes quite another person in a 
parked automobile. And, indeed, that 
man is a hypocrite who claims he 
doesn’t cotton to religion but knows, 
down in his heart, that he is just too 
morally weak to live up to his convic- 
tions. 

These seven sins in modern dress 
may seem insignificant to you, but they 
are not. They are symptoms of a disease 
that has laid hold of human nature. You 
may say, “But I have none of these 
sins.” But that does not mean that you 
do not have the disease. Your symptoms 
may appear in a milder or more serious 
form, but the disease of sin is still your 
problem. 

The cure for this disease cannot be 
found in the files of your physician, on 
the couch of your psychiatrist or at the 
corner drugstore. It is found in a verse 
we all learned as children:
